— This detailed expose of Communist 
mechanizations toward its long objective of 
world conquest should be read by every 
American, especially by the millions who 
are unaware of the ■ in sidious and subversive 
tactics employed by our enemy in its deter¬ 
mination to win the class war which it be¬ 
lieves will destroy Capitalism, which means 
the United States.

Anti-Red School 
Lauded For Role 
In Baring Threat 

San Diego's first School of Anti-Communism was 
viewed yesterday as one of the few remaining ways 
of unmasking the Red threat to American democra¬ 
cy, by Dr. Cecil D. Hardesty, county superintend¬ 
ent of schools. 

The five-day school 
opens at 9 a,m. today at 
the U. S. Grant Hotel. 

‘‘Communism is a 
deadly threat to the cher¬ 
ished ideals we teach our 
children,” Hardesty said. 

“We’ve finally realized 
that every teacher and 
parent must work at 
teaching the benefits of 
democracy. We s o m e- 
times forget what we 
have in this country. The 
speakers at this school 
can tell us what we have 
when they tell us what 
they went through with 
Communists.” 

Hardesty yester¬ 
day joined his staff for a 
preview of a film to be 
shown at the school. It was "Communism on the 
Map." After the showing he gave a talk on the 
need for an “aggressive appreciation of democracy." 

He will attend sessions of the school scheduled 
for morning, afternoon and evening. He said he will 
urge his staff and teachers throughout the county to 
do the same. 

EFFORTS TO STRENGTHEN 

“Schools have an important role in strengthening 
democracy and in this way combating the growth 
of communism," he noted.' 

“Too often we do not appreciate or fully under¬ 
stand the values of our government. Also, I btlieve 
there has been a letdown in taking responsibility of 
making the individual important and thereby 
strengthening our government. The schools must 
help to reawaken this responsibility.” 

Hardesty noted that schools are one of the last- 
ditch defenses of American democracy. 

“Teachers must know of the threat that faces 
them.*’ 

Hardesty also urged parents to attend sessions of 
the school “so they can carry on the work of democ¬ 
racy at home.” 

TTie unique school opens with registration at 9 this 
morning. 

At 10:30, following a 35-minute film, Dr. Fred 
Schwarz of Long Beach, executive director of the 
Christian Anti-Communism Crusade, will speak on 
“The Philosophy of Communism.” 

Following a 45-minute film after lunch, Herbert 
Philbrick, a former counterspy for the Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, will speak at 2 p.m- on

‘STATE OF WAB’ 

"The basic belief of com¬ 
munism is’that a state of war 
exists right now,” Schwarz 
told the gathering which’ filled 
the hotel’s Palm Room. ‘The 
war Is a historical decision. 
It is universal.’’ 

Even If the United States 
acceded to every one of com¬ 
munism’s current demands, 
the Red rulers would regard 
it as nothing but a series of 
victories in class warfare, 
Schwarz said. 

He said Communists accept 
the idea of coexistence be¬ 
cause it means the mainten¬ 
ance of the status quo — 
which, to them, means work¬ 
ing toward the ends of world 
domination. 

UNDERSTANDING NEED 

At the school’s opening ses¬ 
sion yesterday morning, 
Schwarz stressed the neces- 


munist dialectical material¬ 
ism, the ^ basis which "mar¬ 
ries the techniques of hypoc¬ 
risy to the virtues of sincer¬ 
ity." 

"To think like a Communist 
’.you’ve got to develop a mind 
like a corkscrew, ” he told the 
class. “You"U never do It 
without an understanding of 
dialectical materialism.’’ 

5 Schwarz likened seeming 
contradictions between Marx¬ 
ist theory and communism as 
presently practiced in Russia 
with the forward-backward 
motion of a hammer which 
results in the driving of a 
nail. 

CHURCH VISITS 

Visitors to Moscow, he said, 
inevitably wind up visiting the 
Russian Baptist Church and 
return home spreading reports 
that religion still is practiced 
— this without thinking com¬ 
paratively of the enormity of 
the city’s population. 


Schwarz also said that al¬ 
though Russians are attempt¬ 
ing to strengthen family life. 
Communist dialectics still 
permit eyeing Marx’ belief 
that families must be abol¬ 
ished as a long-term goal. 

The Australian physician 
Ridiculed a belief he said Is 
.growing that Communist doc- 
trine, by seemingly softening 
and permitting its subjects 
greater freedom, is creating 
'its own grave diggers. 

THEORY SAME 

This, he said, Is the same 
theory Marxists practiced lor 
years until Lenin brought 
forth methods of forcing its 
Implementation. 

"It proved futile for the 
Communists (under Marx) to 
think that way. It will prove 
equally futile for us.” 

Schwarz, in opening re¬ 
marks to the school, called on 
San Diegans and others at the 
classes to "lay aside sec¬ 
ondary and unimportant Is¬ 
sues and dedicate all to the 
defeat of communism.” 

He said the school will pro¬ 
vide a balanced, integrated 
study of all facets of commu¬ 
nism, rather than concentrat¬ 
ing on fostering a temporary 
emotional stirring of hatred.

Need To Recapture Ideals 
Cited At Anti-Red School

By shunning personal re 
sponsibility for morality "we 
are permitting the foundation 
stones of our great America 
to crumble under us," a Navy 
chaplain told students at last 
night's school for Anti-Com¬ 
munists. 

"We’ve got a sickness in 
this country," said Capt. E. 
R. Barnes, Eighth Naval Dis¬ 
trict chaplain, New Orleans, 
"that you and I need to get 1 
on our knees and pray 
about." 

Barnes said "we must put 
the highest priority on recap¬ 
turing and revitalizing the 
character and qualities that 
have made this nation great. 
Ideals have to' be 'bought' in¬ 
side of us; we have to ac¬ 
cept responsibility." 

While the nation’s founders 
have "built a system in¬ 
comparable to anything that 
ever happened on this planet 
before,” Barnes said, "we 
ourselves seem to falter and 
lose faith in this wonderful 
American dream." 

Referring to the U.S. serv¬ 
icemen who as North Korean 
prisoners of war defected, 


Barnes observed: “If they 
failed, we failed; let's not 
be so busy pointing the finger 
at them." 

Through that experience 
with Communist brainwash¬ 
ing, he said, “we found out a 
lot about ourselves. We found 
out we must do something 
about recapturing the quali¬ 
ties of American manhood 
that made this nation free.” 

Backing up his contention 
that the nation has "slipped” 
morally, Barnes pointed to 
the sharp increase in crime, 
especially by juveniles, say¬ 
ing that crime will “bring us 
down" before communism 
would if the increase con¬ 
tinues. 1 

If the nation goes to war, 
Barnes said, "50 per cent of 
the 17-year-olds won’t go with 
us. Twenty per cent of those 
reaching military age already 
have police criminal records. 
Thirty per cent are physical¬ 
ly unfit. Those who do come 
through (into the service)! 
cause plenty of trouble. One 
man can throw away respon¬ 
sibility and endanger life on 
a whole ship." 


Communism, he said 
means “genocide, social and 
pedagogical manipulation of 
human beings. They're trying 
to unsell us on valor, on faith, 
on hope, religion, love, - mar¬ 
riage, family ... on the very) 
idea of right and wrong.) 
There is no natural law, they 
say, no truth." 

The second speaker. Dr. 
Fred Schwarz, executive di¬ 
rector of.the sponsoring Chris- 
t i a n Anti-Commuism Cru¬ 
sade, said Communist claims 
of perfecting human nature 
are "insane," and that the re¬ 
sult of communism is not hu¬ 
man perfection but enslave¬ 
ment. 

"Communism is the denial 
of all civilization. That's the i 
reality, however beautiful the 
vision may be." 

Communism, Schwarz add¬ 
ed, holds no political, judicial, 
constitutional or moral re¬ 
straints and pays no attention 
to public opinion. Its present 
brutality, he said, cannot be 
justified by its "alleged future 
prosperity." 




Reds Winning Battle, 
Congress Aide Says 


Politicians Urged 
To Arouse People 

The Communists are winning their battle to conquer 
“every body and soul," the staff director of the House 
Un-American Activities Committee told last night’s School 
for Anti-Communists. . 

"Why are they winning?" Richard Arens asked. "Their 


ideology is fallacious. Surely

"They are winning because 
the leadership of the free 
world — with few exceptions 
does not recognize a Com. 
munist as a Communist and 
communism as communism. 
They think it is still a popu¬ 
larity contest. They do not 
recognize that you can no 
more coexist with commu¬ 
nism than the human body 
can with cancer." 

POLITICIANS CITED 

Arens told the crowd t h e 
American people cannot start 
winning the battle against 
communism until "leaders of 
both parties tell the people of 
the United States not just 
what they want to hear but 
tell them the truth. 

"And the truth is that there 
is no other course but to fight 
communism and to fight it 
with all our might. The only 
other course Is enslavement 
and death. 

"There are no easy an¬ 
swers. We need dedication, 
we need sacrifices, perhaps 
blood and life itself, because 
at stake now is our Christian 
civilization." 

THEORY ASSAILED 

He castigated communism 
as the denial of the human 
soul, all standards of morali¬ 
ty and all morality stemming 
from concepts of God. in fa- 
vor of the theory that man 
is controlled solely by mate¬ 
rialistic forces. 

“They who deny the pri¬ 
macy of the spirit have zeal 
unmatched by the early Chris¬ 
tian martyrs," Arens warned. 

"Of the 86 nations on this 
planet, only one — the United 
States of Ameria — stands in 
the way of world domination 
by this force. . . (which is) 
irrevocably, totally committed 
to total war." 

Ticking off what he called 
the Communist "pattern of

subversion," Arens charged 
that Communists have infil¬ 
trated our radar defense and 
communications net¬ 
works. newspapers and other 
printed media, education, art 
and labor unions and have 
gained by court decisions rul¬ 
ing that their activities are 
merely political. 

BED CONTROL TOLD 

He said testimony before 
the House Un-American Ac¬ 
tivities Committee was that 
"tie lines and lease lines out 
of the Pentagon and the North 
Atlantic cable are still serv¬ 
iced by Communists" in the 
American Communications 
Association, which he said 
has been named in commit¬ 
tee hearings as Communist 
controlled. 

"The 65,000-member Inter¬ 
national Mine, Mill and Smelt 
er Workers Union is controled 
lock, stock and barrel by the 
(Communist) conspi¬ 
racy," Arens declared. 

As for Communists in gov¬ 
ernment, he said, "we don’t 
know, our hands are tied." 

Commenting on Soviet 
'Premier Nikita Khruschev’s 
recent visit tot. he United 
States, Arens said: 

"My judgment is that the

Although Strube, in ad¬ 
dressing persons at the school, 
did not elaborate greatly on 
the date, he referred his listen¬ 
ers to a CACC pamphlet plot¬ 
ting the Communist timeta¬ 
ble. 

The pamphlet quoted reli¬ 
able reports that in 1953 Mao 
Tse-tung and Joseph Stalin 
expressed belief it 
would take two five-year piansl 
to consolidate their strength 
in the Far East and two more 
five-year plans to encircle 
and degenerate the United 
States. 

STUDY URGED 

Strube urged San Diegans 
to widen the alert on the Red 
peril by forming multiple 
groups to study messages 
brought to the five-day school 
by means of tape recordings 
and films.

Strube said if he were pres¬ 
ident he would order a naval 
blockade 100 miles of the Cub¬ 
an coast and issufe an ultima¬ 
tum that, any Communist to 
cross it would “get his nose 
shot off."

shocking reminder to this 
community that our collec¬ 
tive complacency has, in¬ 
deed, placed us all In a 
very dangerous position. 

One of the best antidotes 
to communism, and a great 
neutralizer in the insidious 
battles of words and ideas 
lh the cold war that we have 
ever run across, is one 
promulgated under the title 
of “Magazines for Friend¬ 
ship." 

Expressed very simply, 
the whole idea of this is 
that each one of us, Is to 
take it upon himself as a 
committee of one, to save 
the old copies of our better 
pictorial magazines, and 
mail them abroad each 
month to the English speak¬ 
ing peoples of other coun¬ 
tries of the free world. 

The cost Is very nominal, 
perhaps 25 cents per month, 
and full Instructions can be 
had *by sending a postcard 
to "Magazines (or Friend¬ 
ship, Inc., Los Angeles 41, 
California." 

If you think this is too 
simple, and not Important, 
just listen to the words of 
Douglas MacArthur II. am¬ 
bassador to Japan, written 
to the President of Maga¬ 
zines for Friendship In Ju¬ 
ly of this year: “I heart- 
ily agree with you that your 
program offers a highly ef¬ 
fective way to provide an 
ever-widening circle . . . 
with a more Intimate Im¬ 
pression of American life 
and thought. The embassy's 
U. S. Information Services 
is now receiving a most 
welcome supply of Maga¬ 
zines for Friendship. . -the 
demand always exceeds the 
supply."

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Anti-Red Class 
Told Of Threat 
In Hemisphere 

The United States is faced 
with a bitter threat of an In¬ 
creased number of Communist 
neighbors south of the border 
and is not as effective as it 
should be in meeting the chal¬ 
lenge. 

Joost Sluis. director of the 
Northern California branch of 
the Christian Anti - Commu¬ 
nism Crusade, brought this 
declaration yesterday to the 
School for Anti-Communists in 
the U. S. Grant Hotel. 

SHIPPING NOTED 

Sluis, an orthopedic surgeon 
raised the prospect of shipping 
being controlled through the 
Carribean by the West Indies 
Federation, which he said 
may succumb to Communism 
within three years. 

He also described the situ¬ 
ation as "very dangerous” in 
Mexico. 

"I believe it is possible we 
may have another Cuba on 
our hands in Mexico with a 
contiguous border on the 
United States,” he said. 

Other possible trouble spots, 
;as viewed by Sluis. were 
British Guiana, which he said 
probably will go Communist 
within a year, Venezuela, Cos¬ 
ta Rica, Guatemala and Pan¬ 
ama. 

LATIN TOl’B

Sluis, who toured Latin 
America and parts of South 
America from May until July 
said that generally natives ir. 
ithese areas do not hold U.S. 
diplomats in very high regard. 

Earlier in the day, Dr. 
Fred Schwarz, executive di* 
rector of the Christian Anti 
Communism Crusade, 
warned it will take more than 
merely declaring the Com¬ 
munist Party illegal to wipe it 
out. 

If a law were to be enacted 
—and Schwarz refrained from 
saying specifically whether 
one should be or not—it would 
need to have complex word¬ 
ing and "teeth" to be effec¬ 
tive, he said. 

CALLED UNDERGROUND 

To critics who contend that 
outlawing the party would 
merely drive it underground, 
Schwarz responded, “Y o u 
can’t drive it underground be¬ 
cause it is there already.” 

On the other hand, he said, 
outlawing the party may in 



deed make it more difficulttrict chaplain, 
for law enforcement officers 
charged with maintaining vig¬ 
ilance against the Red peril. 

Schwarz, an Australian phy¬ 
sician and dignostican of 
Communist theory and philos¬ 
ophy, told his audience that 
Communists will scientifical¬ 
ly exploit any group to pro 
mote their own interests.

HUNGARY LAMENTED 

"We must move over into 
the advanced area of extend¬ 
ing freedom throughout the 
earth," he said. "We must 
give up this idea that our 
vole is only to react to what¬ 
ever the Communist does." 


"They can infiltrate Repub¬ 
lican organizations. They can 
infiltrate Democratic organi¬ 
zations. They can infiltrate 
labor or management. They 
can infiltrate Catholics. Pro¬ 
testants or Jews. 

"Their only requirement is 
that these organizations have 
a contact with the masses.” 

By drawing a series of con¬ 
centric circles, Schwarz illus¬ 
trated an inner core described 
as the Communist Party sur¬ 
rounded, respectively, by fel¬ 
low travelers, sympathizers, 
liberals and dupes. 

He illustrated to show the 
outward flow of the party line 
through these groups to whip 
up sentiment for disarma¬ 
ment and an end to nuclear 
testings. 

PEOPLE SNARED 

Each of the Red-lining argu- 
tnents on disarmament 
sounds good in isolation, he 
said, but so does the view that 
automobiles should be abol¬ 
ished based on the reasoning 
that people are killed by 
them. 

Communists, Schwarz said, 
have snare'd many well mean¬ 
ing persons into support of 
their beliefs. He said their 
mistakes should be eyed with 
honesty, intelligence and com¬ 
passion. He quoted from the 
Bible: 

' "He who is without sin cast 
the first stone.” 

Capt. E. R. Barnes of New 
Orleans, Eighth Naval Dis- 


If ilie United Stales ever 
again, as in the case of Hun¬ 
gary, turns its back on en¬ 
treaties to help a beleaguered 
nation, Barnes said, per¬ 
haps history will write this 
eptitaph on America's grave: 

"They talked of freedom, 
but they were not fit for free¬ 
dom." 

Barnes, like other speakers 
at the five-day school, empha¬ 
sized that the Communists 
cannot be bargained with and 
cited disarmament talks as 
an example. 

NO ACCORD 

Since 1946, he said, 693 
meetings have been conduct¬ 
ed with the Communists, re¬ 
quiring 1,450 hours, of which 
15 million words were written 
“and we don't have one 
agreement yet." 

America's military forces, 
Barnes said, are sharpening 
their skills as in the case of 
the Navy's Polaris missile de¬ 
velopment. 

"I say these people are 
keeping faith with you," he 
said. "Don’t you trade them 
short at some conference 
table.” 

Dr. George Jones, general 
chairman for the school, 
which ends today, said Ti¬ 
juana leaders have intimated 
to him they would like to have 
a similar school to combat 
communism in their city.

An Australian today opened 
a five-day yampalgn to awak 
en San Diegans to the dan 
gers of international commu¬ 
nism. 

He is Dr. Fred C. Schwarz, 
executive director of the 
Christian Anti - Communism 
Crusade, Long Beach. 

Schwarz heads a group of 
eight speakers who will ex¬ 
plore communism during the 
School tor Anti-Communists 
in the U, S. Grant Hotel. 

Schwarz said he began his 
anticommunism activities in 
1940 in Australia but came 
here in 1953 because he be¬ 
lieves the United States is the 
only nation that can save the 
world against infiltration. 

Other speakers include Her¬ 


bert Philbrick, cqunteryspy 
against the Communists and 
a u t h o r of “I Led Thrf e 
Lives”; Richard Arens, staff 
director, of the Un-American 
Activities Committee of the 
U.S. House of Represents 
tives, and Capt. Richard 
Barnes, chaplain for the 8th 
Naval District, New Orleans. 

Schwarz delivered the open¬ 
ing speech today following 
the showing of an anticom¬ 
munism film. He talked on 
"The Philosophy of Commu¬ 
nism." 

Also scheduled today was a 
showing of movies of the re¬ 
cent student riots in San Fran¬ 
cisco and a talk by Philbrick 
on "Communism and Youth." 

Tonight at 7, Philbrick's

Many of the texts were used 
as evidence in convicting the 
11 top Communists in this 
country in 1949. 


Role Resumed 


Since that time, Philbrick, 
unmasked as a counterspy, 
has. returned to his role as 
an "average American Joe," 
he said. 

In two speeches yesterday, 
Philbrick said Communists 
are campaigning harder than 
ever to win over the youth of 
the nation. 

"They realize that to sur¬ 
vive they must go after the 
youngsters . in every state, 
town, and hamlet. We must 
also realize that to survive 
we must fight the Commu¬ 
nists at home. In the schools, 
and in the churches.” 

Dedication Emphasized 

America can't survive with¬ 
out the dedicated loyalty of 
her young people, he said. 

Philbrick called for more 
text books in California public 
schools on the nature and 
philosophy of communism.,: 
He said there Is none at prep-j 
ent. 

Philbrick, 44, lost two of his 
three lives In 1949 but he’s 
content with the one he has 
left.

Eleven hundred San Di¬ 
egans received a lesson in 
the philosophy of commu¬ 
nism last night 

They went away shocked 
by the impact of the mes¬ 
sages delivered by Dr. Fred 
Schwartz and Herbert Phil- 
brick. 

Schwartz ‘and Philbrick 
each' spoke twice during the 
opening sessions of the 
School for Anti-Communists. 
The school has sessions days 
and nights through Satur¬ 
day m the U. S. Grant Ho¬ 
tel.' 

“The best kept secret in 
the United States,” said 
Schwartz, "is that Nikita 
Khrushchev is a Commu¬ 
nist, that Mao Tse-tung is 
a Commuplst, and that com¬ 
munism is Communism.” 

Americans would not try 
to negotiate with the Rus¬ 
sian leaders if they knew 
the futility of bargaining 
with Communists, he said. 

Schwartz, 57, a physician 
as well as a layman preach¬ 
er and a physicist, is the 
chief speaker at the school 
which Is being, conducted 
under the auspices of the 
Christian Anti-Communism 
Crusade. 

Schwartz described the 
philosophy of Communism 
and how it has changed 
through the years in degree 
to meet changing times. 

Originally, Communists be¬ 
lieved capitalism would de¬ 
stroy Itself. For 50 years 
they waited for this to hap¬ 
pen and got nowhere, he 
said. Capitalistic countries 
flourished. 

The Communists then es¬ 
tablished a new doctrine — 
dialectical materialism. 

The doctrine is based on 
materialism over idealism 

and on dialectism as a dy¬ 
namic philosophy of change, 
movement,-and development. 


Shock 

the way they are going at | 
the moment.” 

To illustrate, Schwarz said 
many Americans*supported 
Khrushchev's visit to t h e 
U.S. In September, 1959, ar¬ 
guing that when he arrived 
he would see the line homes, 
automobiles, open churches, 
and would see the error of 
his ways. 

"If Nikita Khrushchev is 
a Communist, It was the 
silliest statement imaginable 
—and I do believe he is a 
Communist.” 

Effect Compared 

Schwarz said it would be 
Just as effective to b r 1 n g 
Moslems to this country, 
show them around, and ex¬ 
pect them to automatically 
drop their religion. 

The visit by the Russian | 
leader here changed nothing, . 
Schwarz said. He was well 
aware of America’s wealth 
and power and did not have 
to be shown. 

The Communists know 
they are at war with the 
United States and the free 
world, Schwarz said, and 
have since Karl Marx first 
analyzed the capitalistic sys¬ 
tem and "discovered the 
existence of a universal class 
war.” 

Two Classes Noted 

The state of war exists 
between the two classes the 
Communists call the .bour¬ 
geoisie (property owner¬ 
ship) and the proletariat 
(wage laborer). 

At present, the proletariat 
Is in power in Russia and 
China and the bourgeoisie 
in the United. States and al-' 
lied countries, the Russians 
reason. 

.“Therefore, a war exists 
—it's been historically de¬ 
clared, according to the 
Communists, and can only 
end in victory for the Com¬ 
munists." 

Many Weapons Used 

The Communists fight 
with many weapons — edu¬ 
cation, trade, language, di¬ 
plomacy, culture, religion, 
and even athletics.

Despite the class war 
waged by the Communists, 
they don't want to make it 
an atomic fight, he said. 

"Who wants to rule over 
atomic waste?” 

The Communists Intend to 
conquer by coexistence or 
surrender, he said, and 
Khrushchev does not hide 
this.

*‘ 'We will bury you,' he 
says,” said Schwartz. "He 
is 66 years old and he 
boasts he will live to see the 
red flag over the entire 
world.” 

Many Americans call the 
Communists, hypocrites but 
are wrong, said Schwarz. 

•'We are dealing with 
highly intellectual para¬ 
noids,” he said, “who are 

outside the realm of .ration¬ 
al argument.” 

Many Faces 

"Khrushchev has many 
faces. On some occasions 
he is fat, good-natured, roly- 
poly Khrushle, quite harm¬ 
less. On other occasions 
he is a snarling monster.” 

During his visit here, it 
was a labor leader who un¬ 
veiled Khrushchev as a man 
with paranoid delusions, said 
Schwarz. He was unable to 
answer coherently why peo- » 
pie fled Communist do ml- • 
nated countries by the mil- ! 
lions. 

Schwarz said the word i 
"peace” is the most ef- I 
fectlve weapon in the 1 Com¬ 
munist arsenal. "It drips 
like honey lrom their lips. 1 ' 

"Wherever you find a 
Communist, you lind a great 
devotee of peace,” said 
Schwarz. "B u t what is 
peace by tlteiri definition? 
It's world conquest. There¬ 
fore every act toward that 
goal Js peaceful. Thcx will 

shoot you with a 'peaceful' 
gun and place you in a 
peaceful grave.” 
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Allen Dulles Underlines Need 
For Awareness of Red Danger 


SAN DIEGO .CAN COUNT ITSELF 
In the vanguard of a movement for 
more courses on the evils of commu¬ 
nism called for Monday by Allen W. 
Dulles, director of the Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency. I 

As Dulles was making his plea be¬ 
fore the Veterans of Foreign Wars con¬ 
vention in Detroit, San Diegans who 
have signed up for the city's first 
School for Anti-Communists were pre¬ 
paring for the first session which 
opened Tuesday. The school will con¬ 
tinue through Saturday. 

This is a positive approach toward 
meeting the gravest threat to the Amer¬ 
ican way of life and ifreedom every¬ 
where in the world—the. march of Com¬ 
munist imperialism. ' 

THROUGH THE SCHOOL FOR AN- 
ti-Commuhists, teachers, school admin¬ 
istrators and others will be given an 
opportunity to hear speakers who have 
had firsthand dealings with the Com¬ 
munists. 

They will be better equipped for their 
assignments in new school courses in 
Americanism which will be given 
greater emphasis during the coming 
school year. 

We need to keep the i specter of com¬ 
munism ever visible and in perspec¬ 
tive, for it is an insidious danger of 
many guises. 

The central fact to keep in mind, as 
Dulles reminded the VFW, Is that the 
ultimate aim of the Communists has 
never changed. No matter who hap¬ 
pens to wield the power at the mo¬ 
ment, no matter how much his tech¬ 
niques differ from his predecessor's, the 
goal is still the same—world commu¬ 
nism. 

Dulles said that Soviet Premier Ni¬ 
kita Khrushchev's intentions, in this 
respect, were the same as Lenin’s and 
Stalin's. 

Dulles said he does not expect the 


Russians to make war on the United 
States soon. But he does expect them 
to make trouble for this country for a 
long time. 

"DURING THE YEARS IMMEDI- 
ately ahead," he said in Detroit, "It 
seems more likely that the immediate 
danger we will be facing, and on a 
worldwide basis, will be Communist 
political, economic and subversive ac¬ 
tion and penetration; not a hot or nu¬ 
clear war." 

The Communists will work at this in 
several ways. One of the basic ele¬ 
ments in Khrushchev's policy, Dulles 
said, is support of all elements of ex¬ 
treme, rabid nationalism in Asia. Af¬ 
rica and Latin America. 

"He (Khrushchev) is working for 
chaos in countries from Cuba to the 
Congo,” Dulles said, "and chaos breeds 
communism.” 

In addition to sowing confusion, the 
Russians also are planting economic 
and technical aid in critical countries 
where they believe they can make the 
most headway. 

At the same time, the Kremlin Is 
keeping Russia's worldwide subversive 
apparatus in high gear, according to 
the director of the U.S. Central Intelli¬ 
gence Agency. 

AT HOME, DULLES SAID, THE 
Russians are using spy scares and har-' 
assment of American tourists as part 
of a calculated plan to .draw the Iron 
Curtain tighter to preserve "the se¬ 
crecy of military preparations.” 

Over all of this many-pronged attack 
on the principles and practices of free¬ 
dom, there is the smothering blanket 
of Communist propaganda.

Exposes ‘Big Lie’ 
Philbrick said the specific 
function of brainwashing Is 
to mould the opinions and the 
ideas of people or groups with¬ 
out the victim’s comprehen¬ 
sion. 

“The theory is ‘take a lie, 
make it big, tell it often 
enough, and a certain number 
of people will believe it.' ” 
Philbrick, author of “I Led 
Three Lives," was a counter- 
spy lor the FBI from 1940 to 
1949. He was assigned the 
“Agit-Prop" (agitation-propa¬ 
ganda) division of his Commu¬ 
nist party cell.

Third — Nikita Khrushchev 
is less patient than Joseph 
Stalin. Therefore, Communists 
are becoming increasingly ag¬ 
gressive and more openly con¬ 
temptuous of U.S. law. 

“I cite as an example the 
student riots in San Francis¬ 
co this year where known 
Communists Including Archie 
Brown, No. 2 party man in 
this country, openly defied the 
House of Representatives’

American Activities," he said. 
The Communists succeeded in 
gaining the support of nori- 
Communist students. 


Philbrick said some movie 
and television productions rid¬ 
icule military services. Others, 
more serious in format, por¬ 
tray servicemen as slovenly, 
unhappy, and waiting lor the 
day they can get out. 

One-ln-MUUons 

Philbrick said a screen writ¬ 
er working, on a movie depict¬ 
ing the case of an Army em 
listed man shot for desertion 
during World War II Is a 
known Communist. 

“One man of the millions 
who served, was executed dur¬ 
ing the war,” he said, "and 
they chose tills as -the basis 
for a movie." 

Writers and publishers are 
equally active in other fields 
of communication, he said. He 
cited an example of a national 
magazine "still hitting at fa- 
cism—20 years after the fact." 

“Instead, the magazine 
should tell the evils of Com¬ 
munism," he said. "Why the 
article? I don’t know — but 
they are playing right smack 
Into the hands of the Commu¬ 
nists." 

Philbrick said the propagan¬ 
da effort amounts to brain¬ 
washing of the American pub¬ 
lic.

Communist China Is solvent 
today because of its greatest 
industry — narcotics traffic, 
Edward Peterson Jr.-, de¬ 
clared at the School for Anti- 
Communists yesterday.

"The Communists are 
aware that America'6 great¬ 
est strength is observance of 
the Judaic Christian code,” 
he said. 

Day, Night Attack 

The code stresses the Ten 
Commandments on which our 
founding fathers drew heavi¬ 
ly in framing the Constitution, 
Skousen said. 

“Communist materialists 
attack it day and night," he 
said. "They try to infiltrate 
our churches and schools. 
They attempt to influence 
those who write textbooks and 
teach our children." 

The aim is^to destroy the! 
teachings of the Bible, thus 
aiding the Communist con¬ 
quest, he said. 

Communist material! s t s 
urge the consolidation of reli¬ 
gious faiths, he said, believing 
this will weaken the individ¬ 
ual faiths. 

Weakening Feared 

“We should go forward unit¬ 
ed," he said, “but not con¬ 
solidated." 

"Consolidation of the faiths 
would so weaken them that 
they would be blown over by 
the first strong Communist 
wind," he said. 

The Communist Manifesto 
established a program to 
abolish truth, morality, and 
religion, and schools should 
teach this, he said. 

Instead, the doctrines of 
Marx and Lenin are present¬ 
ed in some instances so as 


to be found fascinating by 
students, he said. 

Provide All Answers 
"They promise every, 
thing,” he said. "They pro. 
vide all the answers for the 
deliberate, cold, analytic, sci¬ 
entific mind." 

Actually. Skousen said, 
everything the Communists 
preach In the attack on Chris¬ 
tian beliefs is fallacious and 
won’t stand close examina¬ 
tion. - 

"Marx was devoted to the 
dethroning of God and the de¬ 
struction of capitalism," he 
said. “That’s the thing I want 
my boys and girls taught.” 

‘ Bigotry Assailed 

Skousen, in his concluding 
speech at the School for Anti- 
Communists, won applause 
when he said he opposes bigo¬ 
try in the campaign for Amer¬ 
icanism. 


"I oppose hate campaigns 
of any kind,” he said. “Any 
movement with people who 
strike out at any race or re¬ 
ligion in the guise of patriot, 
ism is a f r a u d," he said. 
"That should be our philoso¬ 
phy." 

Skousen, father of eight, is 
a resident of Salt Lake City. 
He was an FBI agent for 16 
years and served as adminis¬ 
trative assistant to J. Edgar 
Hoover. He later became po¬ 
lice chief of Salt Lake City.

Expert Exposes 
Communist Bait 


Many Americans who abhor 
communism nevertheless are 
dupes of the party dedicated 
to the destruction of the free 
world, Dr. Fred Schwarz said 
here yesterday. 

They help spread the mur¬ 
derous doctrines of the fol¬ 
lowers of Karl Marx, Joseph 
Stalin, and Nikita Khrushchev, 
he said. 

He spoke twice at the School 
for Anti-Communists in the 
U. S. Grant Hotel. 

Forces Selective 

Communists are selective in 
their membership, he said, and 
organize small, compact forces 
to move and direct the masses. 

This is done through cap¬ 
tive organizations and fronts, 
he said. When a legitimate or¬ 
ganization is infiltrated and 
taken over by Communists, it 
becomes a captive organiza¬ 
tion and Us aims are shifted 
to serve the Communist Party 
cause. 

Fronts are created with pro¬ 
claimed non-Communist ob¬ 
jectives but the secret goal is 
the destruction of the free 
world, he said. 

Tells Methods 

The fronts • utilize fellow 
travelers, party sympathizers, 
pseudollberals, and dupes, said 
Schwarz, and pass the ideas 
of the hard core central party 
from group to group until non- 
Communist dupes are uncon¬ 
sciously contributing to the 
Communist plot. 

Schwarz said when a report 
indicated that 7,000 ministers 
had become involved In the 
Communist apparatus by al¬ 
lowing their names to be used 
by fronts, only a few had the 
courage to admit they were 
dupes. 

Easy to Be Trapped 

'in their defense, he said, it 
happened to thousands of oth¬ 
ers in other fields. "In 1942. if 
you didn’t belong to a Com¬ 
munist front. It was because 
you weren’t considered impor¬ 
tant,” he said. 

In his speech last night, 
Schwarz said many Americans 
visit Russia for a short period 
of time, consider themselves 
experts, and come back to re¬ 
port what the Russians told 
them. 

"They are nothing but un¬ 
conscious agents for Commu¬ 
nist propaganda,” said Sch-j 


warz. "You can learn more 
about communism in one night 
reading & textbook than you 
can in 10 years of wandering 
about In Russia,” he said. 

Some Taken In 
Tourists see only what the 
Russians want them to tee 
and hear only what is good 
for Russia, he said. 

He compared a visit to Rus¬ 
sia with one to a penal insti¬ 
tution. In both cases, a super¬ 
ficial examination will reveal 
apparent content, he said. 

"Some fine guys who are 
well meaning are taken in,” 
he said. "It’s frightening." 

Cites 4th Front 
Another speaker, Capt. 
E. R. Barnes, chaplain of the 
Eighth Naval District, New 
Orleans, said the U.S. mili¬ 
tary service in keeping abreast 
of Russia in three dimensions 
of warfare—land armies, sea 
power, and air-nuclear weap¬ 
ons—but needs help from the 
political parties and the civil¬ 
ians in the fourth dimension— 
the nonmilitary idealoglcal 
warfare. 

He said the Navy's Polaris 
missile is a deterrent to a 
Russian-provoked nuclear war 
but the U.S. Is behind in the 
nonmilitary war which has 
only recently been entered 
by U.S. military scientists. 

Treaty Bid Hit 
He criticized attempts at 
treaties with Russia which, he 
said, has broken every one 
not to her benefit. 

Joost Sluis, San Francisco, 
a director in the Christian 
Anti-Communist Crusade, and 
an orthpedic surgeon, said 
Latin and South American 
countries are high priority 
targets in the Communist plan 
to encircle the "last bastion 
of freedom, the United 
States."

Arens, a resident of 
of Wheaton, Md., spoke at 
last night's session ol the 
School for Anti-Communists 
in the U. S. Grant Hotel. 

Local sponsors of the school 
said the spontaneous resolu¬ 
tion was the first group ac¬ 
tion by those attending. 

An afternoon session today 
Included a plan of action call¬ 
ing for a program to spread 
information, strengthen spir¬ 
itual lives, and alert resi-| 
dents to the Communist con¬ 
spiracy. 

The program of action was 
offered by W. P. Strube Jr., 
secretary ol the Christian An¬ 
ti-Communism Crusade, spon-| 
sors with local groups of the 
school. 

Strube asked San Diegans to 
take an active part in their 
churches, study the Bible, sup¬ 
port church missionary proj¬ 
ects, obtain literature explain¬ 
ing the Communist doctrines 
of destruction, and help organ¬ 
ize study groups as a method 
of spreading the information.

Strube said the basic battle¬ 
ground is God versus Anti- 
God, spiritual values versus 
material values, heaven versus 
hell, and Christ versus Satan.

"The Communist Party has 
issued orders to continue the 
demonstrations in every city 
where the committee holds 
hearings," he said. 

Understanding Needed 

The harrassment indicates a 
need for more understanding 
by Americans of the Commu¬ 
nist plan, he said, and such 
schools as the five-day School 
for Anti-Communists which 
ends here today are good in¬ 
struments for teaching. 

"I’m familiar with the work 
of the sponsors of this school,” 
he said.

SCHOOL SPEAKERS — Dr. Fred 
Schwarz, left, and Richard Arens, 
speakers at the School for Anti-Com¬ 


munists here, discuss the growing 
strength of the Communist Party in 
the world. 


In his speech, Arens said 
Communists have influenced 
the U.S. government, the 
courts, the press, the Ameri¬ 
can Association of University 
Professors, and many intelli¬ 
gent Americans. 

Leaders Deluded 
He said U.S. political lead¬ 
ers in both parties are de¬ 
luded in thinking that they 
can negotiate with Russia. 

In a program of en¬ 
circlement of the. United 
States, the Reds are gaining 
ground without the use of 
nuclear weapons. 

If the U.S. falls, a dictator¬ 
ship will be established based 
on force, unrestricted by law, 
with the Communist Party 
over everybody else. 

Dismayed by Visit 
Arens said he was shocked 
and dismayed when U.S. of¬ 
ficials wined and dined Nikita 
Khrushchev in a visit here. 

He called on political lead¬ 
ers to understand the Commu¬ 
nists and to forget the dream 
that coexistence Is possible 
on Communists’ terms. 


“The leadership of the free 
world, with a few exceptions, 
doesn't realize the purpose of 
the Communists is to destroy 
us," he said. "They think this 
is a popularity contest." 

Lacks Strength 

Arens said America lacks 
the strength In government 
and in courts to curb em¬ 
ployes of a Communist con¬ 
trolled organization, which 
he identified as the Ameri¬ 
can Communications Associa¬ 
tion, from intercepting mes¬ 
sages from the Pentagon and 
North Atlantic. cable lease 
lines. He called this "open 
espionage.” 

To further illustrate the ex¬ 
tent of Communist acltivity. 
allowed by U.S. laws and 
those who legislate them, he 
said known Communists in¬ 
cluding Harry Bridges are al¬ 
lowed passports to travel in 
and out of the country for high 
level party meetings. 

The school was to conclude 
tonight with a banquet at the 
Stardust Motel, Mission Val¬ 
ley. Closing remarks will be 
made by several speakers.

SAN DIEGO’S highly-successful School 
for. Anti-Communists has set a pattern 
that other great cities of the nation 
may well follow. 

Only an aroused public acutely aware 
of communism’s evils and the inroads 
they are making throughout the world 
can effectively combat this monstrous 
menace. 

Maj. Gen. V. H. Krulak, USMC, 
speaking recently before the San Diego 
Chapter of the American Red Cross, 
put it this way: “The millions of men, 
armed and otherwise, marching under 
the Communist banner, know where 
they are going. They are patient, they 
are purposeful and their objective is 
simple—the destruction of free civiliza¬ 
tion as .we know it. 

. The Chinese leader, Mao Tse- 
tung, has expressed this Communist 
philosophy of patience better than any¬ 
one else, in four simple Chinese char¬ 
acters. Poa di pao chi, which means 
“exhaust enemy, preserve self,’ and 
that is exactly what they are trying 
to do." 

How are the Communists going about 
their business of attempting to enslave 
the free world? Their principal weapon 
has not been of a military nature. 


Instead, it Is propaganda disseminated 
by a complex machine that extends into 
the remotest comers of the earth. 

The Rev. James Colbert, director of 
missions for the Christian Anti-Com¬ 
munism Crusade, pointed up this fact 
in his address at the Anti-Communist 
school. 

“While we have been feeding the 
bodies (of persons in neutral coun¬ 
tries), the Communists have been feed¬ 
ing their minds, and the mind will tri¬ 
umph over the body every time." 

As the Rev. Mr. Colbert emphasized, 
the United States Information Agency 
is allotted but 96 million dollars a year 
to win friends In foreign lands while 
the Communists are spending a whop¬ 
ping three billion dollars for the same 
purpose. In other words, he said, for 
every person who hears President 
Eisenhower’s version of the summit 
conference failure, 100 1 will hear that 
of Khrushchev. 

These facts must be hammered home, 
to every American if we are to fore- 
stall communism's Insidious spread. 
Anti-Communist schools such as that 
pioneered by San Diego undoubtedly 
are among the most effective methods 
of alerting America to the very real 
and grave danger that we face.

The latest issue of the ^nristian Anti- Commu¬ 
nism, Ccusa,de s newsletter reproduces an editorial 
from the Times-Star which appeared Sept. 22 
under the title Creeping Capitalism Goes Ahead 
in USSR.’’ It also reproduced a letter which Dr. 
Joost Siuis, director of CACC s Northern Cali¬ 
fornia branch, wrote to the Times-Star and which 
was published in the Forum. 

The newsletter ’commented on the editorial as 
one which “illustrates remarkably the lack of real 
understanding of the nature of our Communist 
enemy, at most levels of society." • 

That comment.'if it reflects the general'level of 
thinking among CACC officials, is a sad commen¬ 
tary on what one may expect from CACC s activi-, 
ties in the way of worthwhile results. 

One of the most interesting aspects of commu¬ 
nist theory and practice is that it perfectly illustrates 
the impossiblity of any theory of government work¬ 
ing out in practice as it was designed to to do. In 
the-early days of the USSR it was felt that a car¬ 
dinal rule, laid down by Marx and adhered to by 
Lenin, was the one which stipulated "to each ac¬ 
cording to his needs—from each according to his 
ability." 

Under that rule there were to be no differences 
in pay. Instead, there was to be equality for all 
and in everything. 

However, the proletarian heaven which the Revo¬ 
lution was to bring to earth, and initially in Soviet 
Russia, was soon found to exist only in the books o^, 
the theoreticians. People, it appeared, were notj 
geared to accept such a way of life. Even the most 
dedicated communists soon began to find that the' 
man who put in lonq hours just had to get more Day. 

That was a difficult pill for them to swallow, i 
They attempted in a variety of ways to make the! 
facts of life conform to their theory. They even 1 
tried such things as terror to induce (men to work 
to their full. And before so very long they were 
compelled to admit they were defeated. 

The concept of “the new Soviet man” about 
which the theoreticians liked to speculate was found 
to be one which would be much longer in material¬ 
izing than they liked to admit. 

However, they did admit it. and presently ex¬ 
change began in the USSR which finally resulted 
in tremendous inequities in wages and rewards, and 
even in the re-institution of the various aspects of 
private enterprise which persist today and show 
no signs of dvinp. 

Those are the facts of history and are not open 
to argument. 

Their meaning is that communism, despite the 
most massive attempts to impose itself on a people? 
has had to alter itself into a form which includes 
many aspects of capitalism. And the reason it had*, 
to do so was that otherwise it could not have con«h 
tlnued to exist. ___j

to the surface throughout the world, such as the Berlin crisis, 
the conflict between ooio rla'H sm and imperalism, with colonialism 
liberation.

HALL is reported to have stated that the Administration 
has now come up with a plan for Joining the European Common Market 
and I I polnted out that he is scheduled to address a group 

on this, subject but as yet to do a lot of research and really 
doesn't understand all of the problems but GUS HALL stated that this 
common market will have a great deal of effect on. the working class. 
HALL stated the little fellow will get hurt because of such things 
as automation and the workers will in effect have to take a wage 
cut so that some industries can continue to operate and compete 
in this common market. 

_In regard to war, HALL stated that some writer by the name 

of I I addressing a woman's club, stated that he saw a long 

period of "no peace or no war" and this was possible because in the 
past there were times when the imperialist nations could change the 
world balance of power by war, but this cannot be done any longer 
because of the pressure exerted by the masses to keep the imperialists 
from resorting to war. 
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HALL pointed out the tremendous effect of a group of women 
who exerted pressure on the Administration and the White House for 
peace. He stated that even President KENNEDY had to admit in a 
peace conference that these people really wanted peace and while he 
would not send a representative or meet with them himself, he did 
admit that he saw them through a window and these sort of things 
are of great help to the Party. He stated that continued emphasis b7c 
should be made on getting pressure from Negroes, other liberal 
groups and the labor movement, as these also exert pressure on the 
White House. 

HALL, according to I [ then discussed the development 

of the ultra-right movement and the pressure these groups are bring¬ 
ing. He described them as the "Minutemen", the John Birch Society, 

Dr. SCHWAHZ's Christian Anti-Communist Crusade, and the QOLDWATER 
scroup. HALL pointed out.that the CP in its literature, such as 
"Political-Affairs", had warned of.the coming of the ultra-rights 
and also warned of the possibility of these factions getting together. 
He stated they should emphasize that these ultra-right groups would 
do away with the rights guaranteed by the Constitution. HALL stated 
that while the CP has taken the initiative in the fight against the 
ultra-rights they have not done enough. 

HALL then told of his experiences in addressing a group at 
Cornell University where thousands of young people assembled to hear 
him and many had to be turned away. He stated that GOLDWATER spoke 
at the same hall and only got 300 listeners. HALL felt that one of 
the greatest achievements the CP had made in 196l-was in presenting 
its program to young people as they can be a tremendous influence 
now and later; even if they never support the CP they will not be 
so much against it. 

HALL pointed out that one of the questions that they asked 
most was, what is the relationship between the CP in the U.S. with 
the Russian CP? HALL stated that this question should be answered 
by stating that we have no ties with a foreign power, we are working 
only for socialism in the. U.S. as Americans would have it. 

HALL then discussed the 22nd Congress of the CP, pointing 
out that there were very few orders for the CP program on the West 
Coast. (This is subject to interpretation and I assume that he 
meant that comrades on the West Coast were not ordering any large 
number of copies of the report on that Congress, rather than the fact 
that there were specific orders issued for West Coast comrades.) 
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HALL pointed out that one of the things on which there 
was a conflict at this Congress on the International scale was 
concerning "the inevitability of war" and "the cult of the 
personality." 

The group discussed these points and HALL went on to 
report that the Albanian and Chinese comrades still stick to the 
line that war is inevitable instead of following the Russian co¬ 
existence line. HALL pointed out that when KHRUSHCHEV spoke on 
the Cult of the Personality he actually named, names, such as 
MOLOTOV and those of the group that still follow the old STALINIST 
line. 

He pointed out that in 1957 , at a meeting of the CP 
Central Committee, when they took a vote for Premier, that he was 
opposed by the MOLOTOV faction and should this pro-STALINIST group 
won, they would have.put all of the opposition to death. HALL 
pointed out that this was quite unusual because those he accused 
were right in the Congress listening to the statement. 

I 1 interrupted here to state that this document 

showing the revelations made by KHRUSHCHEV was something that should 
really be read because it was most enlightening and startling . 

I l asked some questions regarding where were the 

people who still followed the old STALINIST line and what did they 
think of the statements of KHRUSHCHEV.and what are they doing about 
it now. . .. 


|_|stated that they didn't want a general discussion 

on that point, but that these delegates did not walk out and they 
did not show any resentment and while it probably isn't generally 
discussed, we know that even in Congress there was considerable 
resentment by the Chinese and Albanian comrades. 

I I also wanted to know if it were true that in 

New York there were also some rifts caused by the Albanian and 
Chinese questions. 


I _| stated that HALL admitted that there were some 

rifts but this is all smoothed over now. 

General discussion took place on this and the meeting 
ended wi thout an y other action being taken because of the late hour, 
although I "l announced that another County Committee meeting 

will be held Thursday, February 8th, but the place would have to 
be set.

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It was the general feeling that the discussion raised 
regarding the Chinese and Albanian question prevented them from 
accomplishing any more business and another meeting had to be 
scheduled for the 8th. 

I l adv1sed that he was unable to recall at that 

time any other pertinent Information concerning the meeting, but 
if he did he would promptly advise the writer.

He cut across party lines to

There are also 
fringe benefits — a $43,01)0 
"rectory" furnished by his cru¬ 
sade, which he uses as a resi¬ 
dence, and two automobiles 
furnished free.

January 29 . 1962, 9;00 a.m. - Subject "Philosophy of Communism” by Dr. Fred Schwarz 

A dissertation on Historical Materialism. Dr. Schwarz began by commenting that communism 
does exist; communism is evil; communism proposes to conquer the world; communism's progress 
is alarming as it shows that they are progressively conquering the worfdd Our present 
defensive programs are not adequate. Further, that we wiI I need both governmental and non¬ 
governmental programs to successfully combat communism. Dr. Schwarz stated he did not claim 
the right to judge or denounce specific organizations or individuals, bud did claim the 
right to examine the actions of individuals or organizations as related to communistic pur¬ 
poses. He further stated that he would not cooperate with representatives of TIME and NEWSWEEK 
magazines as he claimed that both magazines had tried to belittle him and his program by 
quoting him out of context. 

Dr. Schwarz then gave a brief history of Karl Marx. Marx was born in Treves, Germany, 

May 5, 1818 of German Jew parents .J When he was six years old, his father withdrew the 
family from the iflewi sh .synagogue and joined the Lutheran church. Some biographies attribute 
his rejection of religion in later years to the conflicts which this sudden change in his 
life precipitated. Marx was an atheist and a materialist. He divided the world productive 
forces into classes of people. The Bourgeois, or property class and the Proleteriat, or 
working class. History records a constant struggle between these two classes. Marx main¬ 
tained that the family was built on concepts of capitalism and that marriage was an insti¬ 
tution of private property. 


Marx earned a Doctor's degree of Philosophy from the University of Jena in 1841. In 1843 
he married JeWny von Westphalen, daughter of a German aristocrat, which was a lifetime 
partnership. /Three of Marx' children died at a tender age from malnutrition and starvation, 
and two daughters who grew to maturity committed suicide. In 1847, the Communist League of 
London commissioned Karl Marx and Fredrick Engels to write the Corrmunist Manifesto. Marx' 
wife-died in 1881; Marx died as a pauper in London in 1883 and was buried by his one abiding 
friend, Fredrich Engels.

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Following are stages of development of the Communist ideology: 

|. The Deceptive Phase - The communists proclaim academic freedom for all, however 
deception plays a big role in communist activity. They use the schools as an 
instrument for communist indoctrination and to create an image of communism. The 
communists are not liberals; they are not progressive, but retrogressive; they are 
not social reformers, they do not believe in democracy; they are not Americans, 
and do not believe in the American way of life. 

2. The Destructive Phase - One weapon that the communists use Is to cause discord 
in our educational system. This "contest" is being played by two sets of rules. 

The Americans abide by morals derived from the holy bible. The communist believes 
that anything, including lying, 1 cheating, thievery, and even murder, is acceptable 
as long as motivated for the communist cause. Foreign students are a favorite 
target of the communists. This.young Intellect, being in a foreign land, lonesome, 
and without deep convictions of mans, purposes, is sometimes easy prey for the com¬ 
munist enthusiast. 

3. The Dictatorial Phase - The communists use education as a tool for dictatorship. 
They claim that free nations use education only as a means to keep the Proleteriat 
or working'cI ass In submission. 

4. The Despotic Phase - The communists believe In unlimited power of combining educa¬ 
tion with industrial production, which would actually lead to slave labor. 

5. The Developmental Phase - School and education shapes the psychology of man. The 
communists believe you cannot separate school and politics. 

6. The Disillusion Phase - Marxism is a mirage. The end objectives are never reached.

January 2 9. 1962. 2 :00 P.m. - Subject "Communism in Korea" by Major General William 

F. Dean. U.S.Armv. Retired 

Gen. Dean gave a dissertation on his three years of imprisonment by the North Koreans. 

Gen. Dean was assigned to Korean duty in 1947. During a tour of the front lines his 
group was cut off from the Allied troops by the North Koreans, or communists. This 
group was captured physically by the North Koreans thirty days later. When the North 
Koreans realized who they had captured they Isolated Gen. Dean and began trying to 
brainwash him. His diet was rice and rice water. They did not actually inflict any 
violent punishment upon Gen. Dean, however forbade him from standing on his feet for 
sixteen months. The first reading material that Gen. Dean was permitted to read was 
a book explaining the "Wonderful Ideology of communism". After reading this book 
several times they permitted him to have several other books, all containing the "wonderful 
ideology of communism". The captors tried continually to get Gen. Dean to denounce God, 
trying to logicaI Iy exp la in that God did not exist. They also tried to persuade him 
to broadcast by radio to the Allied troops, denouncing the American way of life. 

Gen. Dean was repeatedly informed that the U.S. is the only obstacle to worlfa conquest 
by the Communist and, in fact, they were ahead of schedule everywhere else. -J The captors 
told Gen. Dean that World l\kr II was a planned act between Adolph Hitler, Winston 
Churchill and Franklin D. Roosevelt to prevent a depression. Further that.American men 
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were being killed in Korea becausVWall Street planned it that way. 


Gen. Dean gave three methods by which the Communists could take over the U.S., if we 
don't know our enemy. They are economic depression, corruption of youth, and force 
of arms. • • 


January 29. 1962. 3;3Q P.nu. - Sub iect " Moral Foundatiog.pj Military Power" by Richard 

E. Barnes. Cant. U.S .N. .-Retired. Former District ChapjaJn , 
Eighth Naval District. 

Rev. Barnes, who was on active duty in and during the Korean conflict, related a story 
of a South Korean Christian named Lee. Lee was captured by the North Koreans. When 
captured, the North Koreans formed a circle around Lee and demanded that he denounce 
Christ. Lee commented "No, I couldn't do that". His captors replied "We'll help you". 
They' grabbed Lee's thumbs with a pair of pliers and broke them. Then demanded again 
that Lee denounce Christ. Again Lee replied "No, I coudn't do that". The captors then 
broke all of Lee's fingers, but he still refused to comply with their demands. Then 
they beat Lee into unconciousness and left him for dead. Lee was then successful in 
getting back to Allied troops and freedom. 

Rev. Barnes then related a story about a Catholic.Sister in a Viet-Nam school, who was 
instructing her students in the ways of Christ. Unbeknown to the Catholic Sister, a 
group of communist soldiers listened to her instruction. They grabbed the seven small 
students, forced them outside and made them kneel. They told the students that they 
would never hear instruction like that again. The soldiers then punctured all of the 
children's ear drums. They then got the Catholic sister and cut off her tongue. Rev. 
Barnes explained he had related these stories to show just hew much the communists 
hate "God". 

Rev. Barnes related that the communists were publishing one hundred million pounds of 
propaganda literature per year in Mexico City. Through certain manipulations they 
were able to ship this literature through Texas to New Orleans, Loulsianna. Then, 
by further manipulation they shipped this literature to the South Americas, with the 
U.S.A. paying the postage. Rev. Barnes did not clarify how this was done. 

Rev. Barnes stated that presently in Cuba all children over three years of age belong 
to the state for educational purposes. In fact, it is known that some have actually 
been sent to Russia for education. One Cuban woman learned that her seven year old 
son was being sent to Russia. Rather than give him up, the woman murdered her son, 
then committed suicide. 

In the past few years communist China has doubled their opium crop. The purpose is 
to use the by-product' of opium, heroin, for export purposes to the free countries 
of the world to demoralize said countries. The U.S.A. is their prime target. 

When Rev. Barnes walked to the rostrum, he had several copies of the books"Tropic of 
Cancer", "Love Addict", "Fear of Incest", "I Am A Lesbian" and "Lolita". He threw 
what he termed "Unspeakable filth" onto the floor. Then stated."You say I have a 
nerve to bring this filth here to an anti-communism lecture. I say you've got a 
nerve to allow this to be sold on the streets of your city." He then stated that the 
highest priority for America's youth is the capture of moral and spiritual values. 
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Rev. Barnes stated he was in Korea when Gen. Douglas MacArthur was recalled in an 
attempt to disgrace him. He then commented *'l don't think you can ever disgrace 
Gen. MacArthur in the hearts of the American people." 


January 29. 1962. 7;15 - Subject "Communist Re cruitment of Intell ectuals"By Dr. Fred SchwarE 
The communists have done the impossible in world advances. 

Diagnosis of Communism; It is a generally accepted theory that communism is a product 
of poverty, however .this theory is wrong. Many top communists have become communists 
in non-communist countries while attending a university. It wasn't economic conditions 
that conquered Cuba. It was Castro and his gang. In the Latin American and some U.S. 
universities the appeal of communism to the student mind is powerful. "But only a few 
are communists, however, there are many fellow travelers, and it's the same way the 
world over." Dr. Schwarz gave a concise analysis of the communist method of attracting 
students. Then emphasized four characteristics of young men and women who are susceptible 
to communism. 

1. Capitalistic disenchantment. 

2. Materialistic philosophy. 

3. Intellectual pride. 

4. Unfilled rel.Igious needs. 

How can I Iberty-1oving people divert students from the "Deadly trap" the corrmunists 
set for them? Dr. Schwarz recommended W:eJ enunciated the economic system of free 
enterprise which has made America a land of freedom and abundance. Articulate the 
spiritual concept of life and the infinite worth of man. Emphasize the virtue of 
intellectual humility. 

January 29. I96Z. 8:30 n.m, - Subject "Future in Asia" by. Congressman WaI ter H. Judd.M^P. 

The proper diagnosis of a disease Is important. The communists' God is History. We 
must realize that there will be no real split between Red China and Russia because to 
do so would mean that they are denouncing their God. Both countries claim that Marxism 
is infallible and that communist victory Is Inevitable. The two nations disagree only 
on the surest method of killing the Free World. The communists plan their attack 
where the West hasn't concentrated much strength. Such a place was Korea a decade ago. 

In Korea we made the greatest mistake of modern times—we didn't take victory when it 
was in our grasp. Dr. Judd stated that Formosa, the "showplace of the orient" is the 
beneficiary of an exceptionally successful land reform program. Their exports of 
manufactured products rose 54% last year. The people of the Far East are disillusioned 
about communism because of events In Korea,.Hungary, Berlin, Cuba and Red China. Dr. 

Judd declared that three years of bad weather and ten years of bad management have made 
a "fiasco" out of the communIzation of China., "their programs have fallen flat on their 
faces". However, the communists are doing a good job of salesmanship for a bad product. 

The U.S. must exercise leadership without coercion and the countries of the world will 
come with us. 
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January 30. 1962. 9:00 a.m. -Subject "Philosoph y of Communism" by Dr. Fred Schwarz 
A dissertation on dialectical materialism. 

As a man thlnketh in his heart, so is he. External judgnent is inadequate, you must 
understand his thinking. Dr. Schwarz gave an example of six blind men each feeling a 
different part of an elephant's body, such as tail, trunk, tusk, leg, ear and side. 

Each man described the elephant differently. It is said of Socrates that he saw things 
as a whole.. It is very important that Americans see Communism as a whole. To magnify 
and isolate an incident of communist theory can be disastrous. The average tourist 
who visits Russia returns an unwitting and unconscious propagandist for the evils of 
communism. He is escorted by a trained guide who will have him hear what they want 
him to hear and see what they want him to see. Most Americans do not understand the 
rules of the game we are playing. Our rules of right and wrong come from the bible. 
However, we cannot apply our rules to the communist moral code. Their rules are 
derived from dialectical materialism, which is the basic communist theory. 

In 1847 the materialistic thinking Karl Marx and the dialectical thinking Fredrick 
Engles were commissioned by the Communist League of London to write a declaration of 
principles or a "Manifesto to the World". The communists believe that dialectical 
changes from lower forms of matter of life to higher forms of matter or life are 
inevitable. They believe that history is in their favor. In fact, this is an article 
of faith of their religion. The word- 'progressive' was taken from dialectical materi¬ 
alism by the communists and is widely used by them. 

In the philosophy of dialectical materialism, there are two different elements— 
the dialectical portion and the materialist portion. The communists have no doubt 
where they stand. They are materialists. As an example, Dr. Schwarz used the question 
"Do the waves roar when they break on the surf if there is.no one there to hear them?"- 
"Those who believe they do make a noise are the realists or the materialists. Those 
who believe there is no noise unless someone is standing there to hear them are the 
idealists. This is the dialectical portion of the philosophy. Another feature of 
the dialectical portion is that it does not proceed in a straight line. Example; three 
steps forward, two steps back. The communists have a fixed objective; however, you 
cannot tell where they are going just by their direction of travel. 

An economic objective of the communists is the total abolition of private property. 

In 1917 when the communists took control §f Russia, they gave small pieces of land to 
the peasants. Then they confiscated the crops. This caused the peasants to lose their 
incentive to farm properly, therefore their next crops were very poor. A famine arose 
in Russia. In 1921 Lenin re-introduced private ownership of land. In October, 1928 
Lenin arrested the landowners and shipped them to Siberia for liquidation purposes, 
and again the state controlled the land. Another famine arose because the people 
wouldn't work. 

In 1931-32 Stalin gave away tons of food to foreign countries, when actually the 
Russian people needed this food. Because of this seven million Russians starved. This 
broke the Russian people's resistance. Thus, the rule or motto was established— 

"From every man according to his ability, to every man according to his work."

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January 30. 1962. I.Q;45 a.m. - Sub ject "Communism and Psychology" by Dr. John Prakeford . 

The communists are masters at the manipulation of psychology as a means to persuade 
people to do what they want them to do. They habitually emphasize science as an explana¬ 
tion of their acts. The generally accepted aims of science, are to understand, predict 
and control. The communists work manipulated psychology and science into the dialectical 
materialism theory. They apply this to four different areas: word, environment, the 
human mind, and religious oapirations. 

I, Words --have different emotional overtones. 

A. Language is a weapon to be used against the non-communist world. They intimi¬ 
date by using filthy words. 

B. They use words thatmean two different things. One having meaning to a communist 
that differs from the meaning to others. Examples: 

1. War*--To us means a condition of hostilities. To the communist, there is 
a constant state of class war. We talk of "cold war"; they are presently 
in a "Red-hot war". 

2. Liberate—We mean to set free; they mean to enslave. 

3. Peace—We mean absence of war; they mean victory of their cause. 

II. Environment --The communists theorize that when you control the elements, you control 
the kind of animal (including human) produced,. Individuals have no value to the 
communist. 

111. Human Minds —Controlled by inverted psychology or brainwashing. Communists have 
many methods or techniques. Some are physical exhaustion and isolation. Another 
is to have a person or prisoner write something over and over many times with the 
theory that a person will finally become so exhausted that he will begin writing 
the truth. In group discussion, one man of authority can control or have a dis¬ 
cussion which will lead the group to accept his ideas. 

IV. Religious Aspirations —Man. Is a religious animal. The communists have communism 

as a substitute for religion. Their God Is history and their church is the "Party". 
They have their conversions, like any other religious aim, because of thei r evan¬ 
gelistic approach and their "Missions". 

What are we going to do about these facts? 

1. We ought not let them monopolize the use of words. We should face the facts 
of smear tactics. 

2. We need to exploit their emotional issues. 

3. We must prepare our people to understand the communist tactics. 


4. We need to give faith its rightful place

Dr. Orakeford listed ten objectives within the Communist Manifesto, also what “they" will 
do. Communism is found in "seed" form in this manuscript. 

1. Economic determinism. 

2. Class War —History shews between the two classes, bourgeois and proletariat. The 
communists cannot live with anyone who do not think the f.ike they they do. There are 
very few original ideas in the Comnunist Manifesto. Al Marx and Engle did was bring 
these ideas together. 

3. Abolition of private property . Even though this is the ultimate goal, the communists 
came out with the famous "bread" motto, which was "Land—Peace—Bread". 

4. Idea of the Vanishing Family . The communists believe that the family will vanish as 
a matter of course. 

5. Idea of Abolition of Religion. ,

January 31. 1962. 9:00 a.m. Subject "Communist Party. Origin. History and Structure " 

By Dr. Fred Schwarz . 

Modern communism is not Marxism; it is referred to as Marx/Leninism. It is generally 
not referred to as the doctrine of Marx, but to the organization of Lenin. The great 
appeal of Marxism was that it claimed to be scientific. Marx claimed that the future 
was based on economic conditions or forces. Further, that capitalism will inevitably 
dig its own grave. vMarx and Lenin did not write much about socialism; however, both 
wrote reams about capitalism. They theorized that the proletariat, working class, are 
enslaved. When this group becomes tired of this enslavement they wiI I overthrow their 
ruling governments by many small revolutions. Marx claimed that the state (all 
departments) was an instrument of oppression of the proletariat. Lenin organized the 
first disciplined communist party, which he used as an instrument for obtaining political 
power. At an early (1903) communist cell meeting, Lenin made a motion that a 11 •••party 
members must be disciplined and directed. Further, that the "party" would operate with 
organized units. Persons and desired members must work in one of these units. One of 
the members present at this early meeting opposed Lenin's idea, thinking that certain members 
in high offices should not be compelled to follow such strict discipline. However, when 
this particular point was voted upon, Lenin won. This difference caused a split in the 
party, with Lenin's followers being called Bolsheviks (which means majority) and the 
opposition being called Mensheviks (which means minority). 

In 1903 there was a revolution between the two parties. Shortly after this revolution 
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Lenin and his revolutionists were forced underground, even though they still.had a strong 
party. His organization needed funds, therefore he got Joseph Stalin to become his 
strongman. Stalin committed many ruthless acts in behalf of the party, even robbing 
banks for funds. 


Lenin's organization survived. In 1917 Russia had another revolution which overthrew 
the Tsars. This was not the Bolsheviks. However, they organized quickly with the aid 
of an underground newspaper. Stalin came out of Siberia and Lenin came back from Switz¬ 
erland and announced he had come home to rule. Thus, in April 1917 modern communism was 
born. 

9 

In July of 1917 the revolution in Russia caused Lenin to go into exile again. During 
this time Joseph Stalin acted as a courier for him. In October 1917, Lenin returned to 
Russia and gained control with incredible success, almost without bloodshed. In March, 
1918 the Bolsheviks changed their name to the "Russian Communist Party". In 1924 Lenin 
died. t 

There was a period of collective leadership between the top leaders, which included 
Joseph Stalin. By 1927 Joseph Stalin had gained control of the party. Lenin himself, 
on his deathbed, wrote a proposal to his comrades to find a way to remove Stalin from 
his position of power. 

January 31. 1962 . 10:45 a.m, - Subject "Communism in British Guiana" By Dr. Jost Sluis 

and iL-Seoator&s.s^/.pm Brj,t.j.?h_Gu.ianq■ 

Brazil is the strategic country of South America. There is presently a large gorilla 
force of communists in the northern Brazilian mountains, led by a hard-core communist 
named Hulia. The gorillas have no supply line by land, but if the communists gain 
complete control of British Guiana they will have that supply line. Thus, they would 
have a beach head for the potential conquest of South America. 

Dr. Cheddi Jagan, British Guiana's present leader, was educated in the United States. 
While attending the universities, Jagan married a young, hard-core communist named 
Janet Rosenberg. These two moved to British Guiana and in 1946 started the communist 
activities there. In 1948 Jagan was elected to the Legislative council. In 1950 he 
established the Peoples Progressive Party, conmonly referred to as the PPP. In 1953 
the PPP came to power. Six months later the non-communists overthrew the PPP. Since 
the communists held key positions in the labor forces, they began strikes that "brought 
the sugar production to its knees". This broke the resistance of the non-communists. 

The communists were then given key positions in the police department and other civil 
service positions. The country then became flooded, with communist literature and propa¬ 
ganda. Then Cheddi Jagan was elected to the leadership position of British Guiana by 
a communist controlled election. However, because of the different racial factor, the 
communists have not been successful in completely dominating this country, and in fact, 
there is still strong resistance within this country. 

January 31. J962. 7:15 P.m. - Subject "The NakeriCommunist" by W. Cleon Skousen . 

Mr. Skousen gave a dissertation on the difference between a peace maker and a pacifist. 

He described a peace maker as one who insists on right and justice, and will fight for it. 
"That's the way we keep the peace. Maybe it is better to be brave than.slave." He 
described a pacifist as dedicated and confused, trying to attain peace through weakness. 
They are always willing to give a little to keep the peace. Therefore, with America's 
pacifistic attitude the'big Russian bear growls and roars and.gets everything it wants. 
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One nation after another is gradually going down. Skousen urged that congress investigate 
"who these people are who have been making these mistakes." referring to the American 
pacifists. 

Skousen, field director of the American Security Council, stated that the structure of 
the United Nations is not in accordance with American principles. All of the authority 
to deal with problems of war is in the hands of the permanent members of the Security 
Council and nations are free to use a monolithic veto to prevent Investigations of events 
i like India's capture of Goa.

Americans have the intelligence to wokk out of this. It is time for American scholars to 
sit down and write a charter for a United Nations of peace loving nations. 

flanuary 31.-1962 . 8:30 p.m. - Subject "Course o_f Commujiism" _by Dr. Fred Schwarz . 

Dr. Schwarz listed six objectives of the communists: 

1. They propose to conquer the world. They have, in fact, told us they will conquer 
the world, -jlncluding the USA) within twenty years. 

2. The communists are conquering the world. They have grown fantastically from seven¬ 
teen members in 1903 to the enslavement of.over one billion people today. This is 
approximately one third of the world population. 

3. They are conquering the world by a program and timetable. This is being done by 
progressive surrender, co-existence,, external encirclement, internal demoralization, 
educational encirclement, economic encirclement, or monopoly control. The monopo¬ 
listic communists economic system cjives the Reds a great advantage over us. They 
can afford to take a loss, for example. In the sale of oil to a country like Italy. 

As the economic war is now being fought, Russia will bury us, because a monopoly can 
defeat small business. 

4. Communist conquest means slavery or death. A person with a deep belief in God 

will have to be destroyed, as they might influence others. Forced labor is necessary 
to produce the needs of the world. 

5. Many of us are helping the communists destroy our country and the ones we love, with 
our apathetic and complacent attitudes. 

6. Each of us must answer—If we really want to, there is no limit to what we candcto. 

February |. 1962. 9:00 a.m. - Subject "Architecture of Communist Frojits and Captive 

Organizati ons" by Dr. Fred Schwarz. 

Nature of the communist dedication. 

1. Complete surrender of self. 

a. Membership dues in America are very reasonable. 

b. Must be willing to make any sacrifice necessary for the conmunist cause, 1 
even give life with joy. They have a standard of complete commitment when 
you join the party and you must prove yourself. 

2. Understand the organizational structure—called democratic centralism. The 
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Party, at the base, is made up of local units, each containing a small number of people. 
This unit may be called a cell, a club or any .innocuous name. Each local group elects 
a representative to a district council which coordinates the action of the local units. 
This election of representatives is the democratic aspect ofrthe organization. However, 
the local unit may not instruct its representative how to vote at the district council. 
Once elected, he is responsible to the district council, not his local group. 

When the district council meets, each issue is openly debated with arguments for and 
against, until the vote is finally taken. When the vote is taken, a change comes over 
the situation. The decision is unanimously binding on every member of the committee. 

Back they go to their local units to carry the verdict to them. They may not go back 
and say "This is how the committee voted, but personally I was against it." They must 
present the verdict enthusiastically and with conviction. The decision of the district 
council is binding on every member of the local group. No. decision can ever be appealed. 
Under special circumstances it can be appealed to a higher committee. This organizational 
structure follows the same pattern up to the Central Committee of the Party, which elects 
the executive of the Central Committee, known as the Presidium, formerly called the 
Pol Itburo. 

Communist Front Organizations: 

The principles according to which a Communist Front is organized can best be unddhstood 
in terms of a series of concentric circles. At the center is the Communist party, a 
small group whose members are organized, disciplined and dedicated, and which has a single 
mind, will and purpose. The Communist party is never entirely above ground. In fact, 
the controlling segment of the party is always underground. 

Surrounding this small party at the center, there is the zone of fellow travelers. He 
is one who approves communist philosophy, objectives, organization and tactics, but who 
for some personal reason, has not submitted himself to total party discipline. 

Surrounding the zone of fellow travelers is the zone of sympathizers. This zone con¬ 
tains different groups who are sympathetic to the communist party—various brands of 
socialists, collaborators and pacifists. 

Next te the zone of sympathizers is the zone of pseudo-liberals. Most of these liberals 
are to be found in the ivory cloisters of colleges and universities; frequently occupying 
professorial chairs, and usually characterized by a pseudo-intellectual outlook.;. They 
take this attitude: "I am against Communism. I am against the Communist restraint of 
human liberty. I am against their brutality. Nevertheless, I refuse to become like my 
enemies in order tooppose them, and while I hate what the communists say and do, I wiI I 
fight for the rights of the communists to speak and organize, even as I wi11 fight for 
my cwn rights. 

Sorrounding the zone of pseudo-liberaIs is the zone of dupes. This is the All-American 
citizen who is so busy with his business, etc. that he gives his name to a cause, but 
doesn't actively participate. The communists select an objective, then camouflage it 
so that it appears like a noble.cause. 
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February I. 1962. 10:45a.m. ? Subje ct "Communism vs. The Ten Commandments" by 

W. Cleon Skousen. 


J* Edgar Hoover commented "This is a struggle for man's mind." People in Canada and 
the U.S. who have defected from the communist party have said "I haven't decided whether 
there is a supreme being. (God).” According to the communist theory, through ages and 
ages of matter in motion, man.came into being. However, we know that the beauty of 
the human body was no accident, because God created man in his own image. Yhe communists 
desire to destroy the Judaic-ChristIan Code. 


Mr. Skousen gave ten commandments, not necessarily in the order written in the bible. 

With each commandment he gave several examples of how the communists defy these commands. 

1. God commanded that we remember "Him". The communists don't even believe in God. 

2. Thy shall not worship false Gods. The communists worship themselves and history. 

3. Thou shall not take the name of the Lord thy God in vain. The communists use words 
as weapons, this includes using God's name in vain. 

4. Six days shall thou labor and the seventh shall be used for worship. The communists 
continually meet together, study, and serve each other or work. They never worship 
"God". 

5. Honor thy father and mother. The communists place no value on the individual life 
unless it can be used to further their cause. 

6. Thou shall not kill. Human life is sacred. The communists wiI I kill readily to 
further their cause. 

7. Be faithful and loyal to each other, thou shall not commit adultery. To the 
communists there is no such thing as being loyal person to person—it is only loyalty 
to the Party that is important. 

8. Thou shall not steal. To the communist the rule is thoushall not get caught 
stealfng. 


9. Thou shall not bear false witness. To the communist It is an honor to lie in 
promoting the Party's good. 

10.1 Thou shall not covet thy, neighbor's house, etc. The communists do not believe in 
private ownership. 

February I. 196. 2:00 a ,m. Subject "Communist Conquest of Cuba" by Dr. Tjrzo Pel Junco . 

Dr. Del Junco was a schoolmate of Fidel Castro at the University of Havana, where 
Castro was studying law and Del Junco was studying medicine. Recently Castro admitted 
he has been a Marx/Leninist since he was 13 years old. In 1943 Russia sent agents to 
Cuba to further the,communist cause. In 1945 Castro murdered the student body president 
of the University of Havana. He was not charged criminally. 


In 1952 Batista conquered Cuba. Castro went to Mexico City for further communist 
indoctrination. 
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In 1959, when Castro was in New York City, his brother was in Russia buying arms. 

Dr. Del Junco gave the above information, then stated that the Cuban communists have 
established subversion networks in every Latin American country. Further, that Castro 
represents a major problem for every American. Castro is the center of communist 
operations in the Western hemisphere. Every Cuban embassy is the agent of communism. 
Castro organized invasions of Nicaragua, Guatemala, Panama, and the Dominican Republic. 

Dr. Del Junco said he cannot understand why there is so much "hullabaloo" about the 
John Birch Society, which he described as "an organization of superpatriots, dedicated 
to Americanism", and so little attention given the Fair Play for Cuba Committee. He 
charged that the committee is attempting to infiltrate our schools and spread subversion 
and half truths. "They have defied congress, they have been proved evil. Yet they 
are ignored by the press. This committee 1 s chairman is a known communist named Walter 
Frank. The committee also had a known communist photographer and a publicity man named 
Robert Tabor. 

Dr. Del Junco described how Castro had deceived the Cuban people in helping him conquer 
Cuba. Also, some of the ruthless murders that have been committed since Castro's 
conquest. 

Dr. Del Junco stated that the majority of the Cubans in Cuba would aid in the overthrow 
of Castro's government if they had some assurance nthat the USAWiould aid them. 


Mr. Barnes discussed taaw the communist scientific methods to break the "will" of 
American prisoners in Korea. Many of these techniques were developed by a Russian 
scientist, Ivan Pavlov. He spent the major part of his life experimenting with dogs 
and conditioned reflexes. The last ten years of his life he used humans as experimental 
animals. Pavlov established techniques whereby he could cause an artificial mental 
breakdown. The four things necessary to bring about this state are exhaustion, confusion, 
chronic physical pain and emotional tension or fear. It is known that the communists 
did apply these techniques to the American prisoners. In checking with a group of 
prisoners who had been imprisoned for two years in Korea, they would not talk to each 
other because of distrust; four out of five turned down passes for liberty. They would 
just sit on their bunks and look straight ahead. Over 50% would not telephone loved ones 
in the USA even if the authorities agreed to pay the bill. Fifteen hundred American 
boys died of what the doctors called "give-up-Itis". 

Mr. Barnes stated "These techniques used to break men down are the same that will be 
used to convert America. First communism will encircle America. Then it will demoralize 
America. Then the Reds will tell American leaders to sit down at the table and work out 
their surrender." 


Mr. Philbrick gave a brief nesume of his nine years as a counterspy for the FBI. It 
started in 1940 when Philbrick joined the Cambridge Youth Council. In a short.time he 
became chairman of this group. / He was In the organization six months when he discovered 
that it was a fraud; in fact was a communist front organization. Philbrick decided to 
discuss his problem with the FBI before resigning. They suggested that he stay In the 
organization temporarily to discover the Communist intentions. Thus, Philbrick committed 
himself to nine fascinating and hazardous years as a counterspy, which led him to the 
very top of the Communist Party. It was learned that the communists were operating many 
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front organizations. Further that they were victimizing thousands across the US with 
these front organizations. The organizations were composed of non-ccmmunist members, 
however they were being manipulated to serve as transmission belts for communist 
propaganda and to raise money for the party. 

It has been estimated by Congress that communist front organizations raise fifty million 
dollars a year for the communists. These fronts also serve as a screening device to 
choose future members of the party. Persons who endorse these fronts are generally persons 
who have unquestionable positions. For example, a professor at Harvard University and a 
professor at Massachusetts Institute.of Technology endorsed the Cambridge Youth Movement. 

PhiI brick was given "the dirty" jobs at first, such as selling and delivering the Daily 
Worker Newspaper. He was then permitted to join the Young Communist League, where he 
stayed for two years. He.was then accepted into the party. 

His experiences inside the party were varied. He reorganized party cells in Boston 
suburbs; subverted the campaign of an anti-communist candidate for Congress, taught 
revolutionary tactics in secret schools, organized the infiltration of an insurance 
company for a communist-control Ied union, and rewrote a speech for a presidential candi¬ 
date. Eventually the FBI had enough evidence to spring the trap on the eleven top 
communists of this country and they were brought to trial in New York in April, |949. 

These defendants could hardly believe their eyes when the prosecution produced its key 
witness. Until that mbment. Herb Phi I brick had been a top-echelon comrade in good standing. 

February 1 . 1962. 8:50 p.m. - Subject "Treatment of Communis m" by Dr. _Fred Schwarz . 

Dr. Schwarz emphasized that communism should not be taught in the Free World with the 
open mind approach. ‘Instructions must be based on the theory that-.freedom is good, 
slavery is bad and that communism is a form of slavery. In arguing against the open 
mind method of teaching about communism. Dr, Schwarz used several analogies. "You don't 
teach children addition with an open mind. Bankers wouldn't give a job to a man who had 
an open mind on who owned the money". Dr. Schwarz said he is frequently asked whether 
there are good features In communism. He stated "There are very few things without 
good features. Snake venom has a high protein value." Further, he said that any of 
the boasts that are made about favorable qualities in.the Red system "Can be matched by 
a visit to any well kept penitentiary." 

Dr. Schwarz emphasized that first we must be honest with ourselves and face the truth. 

At the present time the communists are winning and we are losing. We must understand 
the nature of our enemy, also their motivation: This can be done by knowledge. It is 
important that we understand their "rules" of this game that we are being forced to play. 

February 2. 1962. 9:00 a.m. - Subiecf'How to Debate with Communists and Fellow travelers " 

By Dr. Fr ed_SchwacZ 

At the beginning of this lecture Dr. Schwarz related that Boris Pasternak, a Russian 
writer, was not permitted to leave Russia to accept the Nobel Prize for his writing. 
Apparently some of his writings were not in line with the Party's thinking. Further, that 
Pasternak was "Permitted" to live in Moscow, where twelve months later he died. His 
illness was diagnosed as cancer of the lung and heart attack. ^Dr. Schwarz speculated 
that this buejct cou|d have starved to death. Since the State control everything, including 
the banks, grocery stores, etc.Further, that it is very peculiar that every time any 
Russian with notoriety deviates from the party line, he always succumbs from two fatal 
diseases.

In fact, V, M, Molotov, who was a top co/ronunist under Stalin and who tried 
to oust Russian Premier Khrushchev in 1957, and who was officially denounced by the 
party congress in October 1961, is presently confined to a hospital with a heart condition 
and pneumonia. 


. In debating with a communist or fellow traveler, always take the offensive, never the 
defensive. You must focus the spotlight oh the tyranny, slavery, and insanity of 
communism, and let your opponent get out of it. The usual tactics of communist 
debaters are to get you on the defensive, thus you spend your entire arguments 
defending the faults of capitalism and admitt1ng'the good points of communism. Guard 
against questions or statements like "Won't you agree there is some good in certain 
points of communism?" Emphasize the importance of seeing the problem as a "whple". 


II. Never try to convert the soundly converted. Focus your attention on the unconverted. 
. . Don't speak to the "known communist or fel Iow traveIer". Focus your attention on 
the unlearned, misinformed and uncommitted. You can't tell a communist by his 
appearance, however their speech will betray him. 


III. Never debate your opponent. Debate your audience. The uncommitted may have hostiel 
feelings because of lack of knowledge. Try to clear or explain some of these points 
of confusion. People like flattery) use it on your audience. Always take a non- 
secterian approach. 

February 2. 1962. 10:45 a.m. - Subject "Gomdi oniam-andr- Youth" by Herbert Philbrick 

Mr. Philbrick related that while a member of the corrmunist party, he and another top 
comrade were assigned to work with a particular group of youth for one year. Their 
assignment was to locate good candidates for party membership. At the end of this year 
they had selected several likely candidates. Philbrick and his comrade were called to 
a special cell meeting, where one dby one the youthful candidates were eliminated, until 
there was only one left, who was selected for membership. Philbrick thought that his 
comrades might be pulling a trick on him and verbally objected to just choosing one 
youth for membership. The top communist of this particular group rebuked Philbrick and 
stated "One man in the right place at the right time can do as mush harm as a regiment 
of Red Army." 

Mr. Philbrick emphasized that a prime target of the communists Is the American youth. 

In order for the communists to be successful they must suppress the truth and fill our 
youth with half-truths and lies. 


February 2. 1962. 2:00 p.m. - Sub iect_ L'Pcoeram of Anti-Commun i st Action" by Dr. Fred Schwarz 

In establishing an antk:ommunist program, the people involved must be voluntary. They 
must have deep motivation. Dr. Schwarz opposes an a I I united effort, as an example the 
uniting of Jewish, Baptist and Catholic faiths against communism. There would soon be 
dissension and arguments within the group because of different religious beliefs. Dr. 
Schwarz proposed that each individual, or individual groups can devise their own anti¬ 
communist program to spread the knowledge or educate about comnunism. 

Dr. Schwarz stated "Communism runs against the grain of human nature. They must come 
to power by deception and must remain in power by force." He then emphasized that "We 
must spread the knowledge of this growing cancer to be victorious in the end." 
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Conclusion and Opinion of 1 h e.Chr1stian Ant i^Conmunisl Scb&Q-l S 

1 feel that any group that opposes Communism and upholds the American way of life is 
good. It is my opinion that this group is motivated for this cause. It may be that 
an individual could criticize some of the speakers by quoting out of context or using 

only partial stores told. However, as taught in this school, it is important to see 

the picture or problem as a whole. 

It is my opinion that California Attorney General Stanley Mosk’s public criticism of 
the school was unjust. In fact, his criticism appeared to be based on generalities 
and not facts. It would seem that if the school is the fraud that Mr. Mosk claims, 
legal action could.and should be taken. 

I am convinced that it is the duty of every American citizen to gain knowledge on 
the menace of communism in order to recognize and understand the activities of our enemy, 
which is feverishly plotting to overthrow our government at this very moment. Further, 
the majority of this "enemy" are not foreign born persons, but natural born Americans 
who believe in the communist ideology. 

I am sincerely grateful to the city fathers and chief of police for providing me the

THE PHILOSOPHER OF RACIAL VIOLENCE 
■ --- 

"Be not deceived: evil communications corrupt good manners." St. Paul 


Dear Friend: 


The dean of the advocates of racial violence Is Robert F. Williams . Many of the present practitione 
of violence were inspired by him. Where he has led, thousands have followed. Williams was born 
on February 26, 192 5 / in Monroe , North Carolina . He served in the marines. He returned from the 
service in April , 1955 , and t ook over the leadership of tfys local chapter of the National Associatioi 
for the Advancement of Colored People (NAAC P). He immediately proposed that the NAACP drop 
its nonviolent approach to civil rights and advocate a program of "self-defen se. " Because of his ' 
militant stance, he,succeeded in enlistin; the support of a greater number of poorer Negroes than ha 
previously been in the Monroe chapter. He armed his militants. In 1959, Williams told a wire-serv 
reporter, "Negroes mu^t henceforth meet violence with violence; lynching with lynching." This vie 
point was in open conflict with the nonviolent and court-oriented philosophy of the NAACP. WiIlia 
was suspended for six months as chairman of the Monroe chapter. He journeyed to Cuba a nd _returne 
a confirmed follower of Fidel Castro . He was involved in the violent United Nations rioting that fo 
lowed the death of the Congo Marxist, Patrice Lumumba. 


During a racial demonstration in Monroe on August 27, 1961, Williams and his cohorts shot a police 
man and then kidnapped a white couple for use as "hostages . 11 When police entered ibe neighborhoc 
e iourneye 


He was smuggled into Canada and thence fo Cuba where he received a hero's welcome. He joined t 


staff of Radio Havana and broadcast a program three times a week to the United Stotes . This radio 
program became known as " Radio Free Dixi e." He also published a newsletter called " The Crusader 
He v/rote a book called "Negroes With Guns," published by the identified communist, Carl Marzani 
in 1962. , - .. ., v . * • '• 

According to the FBI, "Williams has previously been diagnosed as schizophrenic and has advocoted 
and threatened violence. Williams should be considered armed and,extremely dangerous." 

Vyilliams left Cuba and traveled to Red Chino. He now publishes the newslette r "The Crusader" in 
R ed China and distributes it throughout Canada and the United States . This newsletter carries the irr 
print, "printed in China as a personal journal." The idea of an individual in Red China being free t 
print a journal without the permission anc cooperation of the Chinese authorities is ridiculous. It is 
obvious that his newsletter has the officic 1 approval and support of the Chinese Communists. 

William s has inspired and organized the formation of the "Revolutionary Action Movement " or RAM, 
and is IL as "Chairman in exile of the Revolutionary Action Movemen t and Premier of the Afro- 
American Government in Exile" in the official RAM publication."Bf 




The September-0 ctober edition of the Cruiader newsletter is possibly the most important and frighten 
ing that he has published. He enunciates 'he philosophy and techniques for a successful violent blac 
revolution in the United States. The impo tonce of this publication merits extensive quotation: 

"In 1964, when I first advanced the Idea of tho potential of a minority revolution in the U.S.A. 
among other things, 1 was called ’a specie; of maniac out of touch with reality. ' Again in :1965 whe 
I extended my discourse on the potential o' : a minority revolution, there was very little change in 
attitude and response from certain 'sane* quarters. Now in 1967 again I endeavor to project serious 
consideration of this highly emotional and controversial question. This time I write with certain kno 
ledge and facts derived from Watts, Chicago, Newark, Detroit, Milwaukee and more than 100 other 
places." ' 

. u • 

Williams advances the thesis that a racial revolution by the minority of Afro-Americans is not only 
possible, but that it can lead to victory. He states: "Once again I raise the question, could a mino 
ity revolution succeed in racist America? It most certainly could. Theoretically, how could a mino 
ify segment win if it collectively decided to embark on such a serious course?" 

He also states: "The adamant colonial attitude of the racist-imperialist American power structure j 
leaves the Afro-Americans but one of two choices: he must either meekly submit to tyranny and risk 
ultimate extermination or invoke tho natuial law of survival and resort to revolutionary resistance." 

I 

Thus Williams contends that a racial revolution is essential for the survival of the Afro-Americans dn< 
that such a revolution can be woged successfully. 

Williams contends that certain conditions ire necessary for a successful racial rebellion. He enumer¬ 
ates the conditions as follows: 

• - * • * . ^ i 

(1) REVOLUTIONARY UNITY: 

•* i 

"Total revolutionary unity would bo required among the youth and a strong revolutionary nationalist 
spirit would have to prevail throughout the' land. Tho spirit of self-sacrifice, selfless dedication to t 
triumph of a cause greater than any single Individual, a feeling of confidence in ultimate victory, ; 
unshakable courage, and identification with the struggling oppressed peoples of the world would be: 
some of the salient attributes for the succe.v, of a minority revolution.- j 

(2) AFFILIATION WITH THE WORLD COMMUNIST REVOLT: 

He states: "In keeping with the principles of people's war, wherein the great mosses of exploited pec 
pies of the world represent the rural masses surrounding the cities (the exploiting industrial countries) 
tho Afro-American revolutionaries represer t a mighty urban underground within the city. Our people 
must further dove lop and master people's warfare." 

(3) HIGH QUALITY LEADERSHIP: 

Ho states: "A high quality leadership would have to be developed. It must be wholly committed and 
devoted, selfless, devoid of ego, mentally alert, imaginative, fearless servants of the people acting 
as an instrument responding to the desires, 'necessities and aspirations of the revolutionary masses. Al 
positions of leadership should be provisiond on the basis of tried and proven performance in action. 
Selection on the basis of prestige is o form of accommodation that is inimical to effective struggle. " 


(4) POLITICAL THEORY: 

(a) In line with the teachings of Lenin, ha claims that revolutionary theory is essential for successful 



rovolutionary action. He writes: "Such an effort requires politicalrheory, political guidance, and 
a dynamic nationalist spirit, fired and sustained by an endless torrent of propaganda. It is essential 
that armed resistance to tyranny be vigoiously supported by that indispensable weapon commonly 
called psychological warfare." 

' if 

(b) The political theory he advocates is a modified Marxism in which the black people assume the role 
of the oppressed given to the industrial working class in classical Marxism. He states: "The capitalist 
system was predicated on the abuse and dehumanization of black people. It was partially designed 
and fashioned to glorify white supremacy and to liberate the European from feudalism at the expense 
of colored people." 

(c) "American racism is inherent in its economic and social system. This inherent social evil cannot 
be drastically rejected without completely altering the political, economic and social structure of the 
nation. White supremacy cannot afford to yield its master position without a complete transformation 
of its way of life. This means that it must discard its psychic make-up. It must discard its white 
supremacy arrogance and egotistical Americanism. The status quo is life to it. Its survival means, in 
its warped concept, that the black man must remain in the caste ascribed to him. It is not in the nature 
of the oppressor to voluntarily relinquish his stranglehold on the oppressed. He may resort to deceit, ; 
He may feign, he may relax his pressure in order to gain a more firm control of the situation, but alwdy 
his design is the same. He may shift his tactics. He may engage in a diversionary maneuver, but his ; 
objective is the same. It is always to p*rpetuate and to consolidate his power and privilege to oppress-. 

• t 

(d) "In relation to justice for the black man, the U.S. legal system is a white supremacy instrument / 
of kangarooism that sanctifies and dignifies the mayhem and cannibalism of white savagery practiced ’ 
against America’s captive black humanity. No sober thinking Black American can fail to see that fasf 
cist groups, with both overt and covert :upport on the part of the U.S. Government, are gearing for a 
vicious campaign against our people. *' 

. i 

(e) "It is a great myth to believe that tlo surplus black man is needed by the big boss to threaten the j 
jobs of the poor whites. There is also d t veloping a surplus of white workers with which to threaten 
whites. As far as necessity is concerned, blacks are not even considered in the picture any more. The 
power structure is moving might and mai'i to develop a black bourgeoisie Uncle Tom buffer group to 
inhabit the schizoid no-man's-land between America's black and white worlds. This new class of 
nigra zombies is supposed to represent A rarica's show case of democracy and multi-racial affluence, i 
The power structure is stupid enough to believe that a crash program, aimed at integrating and elevate 
ing a small clique of good responsible nlfras, will serve as a pacifier and sedative that will lull the 
ghetto masses to sleep until the program is over and the race problem is solved through intimidation, 
token integration and extermination."

(5) METHODS OF WARFARE: 

Williams outlines the methods of warfare to be followed by the black masses. He advises a careful 
analysis of both the strength and weakneis of America. He claims to have discovered a vital flaw in 
Amorica which will make it vulnerable the Negro rebellion. He states: 

(a) America's Achilles Heel. "Theoretically, if the black man in America should elect to pursue the 
final course, what would he have to do i i order to overturn tyranny? America's strength and weakness 
should be carefully analyzed. Strategically speaking, America is o mighty giant with an exposed 
Achilles heel. Tho key to America's strength is its almost unlimited industrial capacity. Its stagger¬ 
ing production is its life blood. From a Military point of view it is also its greatest weakness. The 
American society is the most automated society in the world. It has become addicted to machinery. 



It has become enslaved by it. ^P>out it, it would soon wither and di^Pke a green melon whose' 
vine is severed from its roots. Massive devastation of America's industrial centers would reduce it 
to a primitive nation. <* 

(b) Black Power. "The Afro-American in in range of the American giant's Achilles heel. American 
production, communications and the normal function of the affluent society are exposed to the Afro- 
American's natural revolutionary reaction to tyranny and oppression. A united, well organized, 
armed and trained Black America is a potential force to be reckoned with in its own right. The match 
and gasoline would be his most effective weapon. The black man will have nothing to lose but his 
chains, while America has its very existence at stake." 

(c) Central Communications and Planning, "A precision type urban guerrilla warfare is the prerequi¬ 
site for the black man's survival and liberation in racist America. Such a campaign must be well 
organised and coordinated. Thoro must l;o a vast network of communications and control planning. 

No matter how primitive, black freedom fighters must establish their own coded and clandestined 
communications system. There must be central planning and a national supreme command. Afro- 
American revolutionary forces must crea e a top-notch security agency. This agency must be respon¬ 
sible for the establishment of an efficient and extensive intelligence network. It must infiltrate the 
armed forces, the National Guard, the |»lice, the FBI, the CIA, public utility services, and all 
political groups, right, center, and left " 

(d) legal and Illegal Groups. Following the example of Lenin, he advocates both legal and illegal 
groups! Ho states: "J>uch a revolutionai y organization would require many facets. Armed defense 
guards would have to be formed throughout the land. These groups would be organized within the 
confines of the law. They would function only as defense units to safeguard life, limb and property 
in the ghetto communities. " 

An illegal organization must be formed a: well os the legal groups. He writes: "A tightly organized 
and highly mobile underground guerrilla force would have to be clandestinely organized. This well 
disciplined force would play a more agre:sive role. It would be well versed in handling explosives 
and deadly accurate when deployed as snipers. Its mission would be retaliation, to visit attrition upon 
the enemy and to pin down and bring abcuto dispersal of his concentrated forces. This guerrilla force 
must operate in small bands ond know every inch of that part of the city where it is to operate. 

"When operating in full view of great fhicngs of people, its members slxjuld cover or mask their faces 
to prevent revealing identity. It should handle its weapons with gloves, especially the captured ones, 
so as not to leave incriminoting finger-prints on weapons that may later fall into the hands of repressive 
authority. These groups, while sniping and performing other missions of sabotage, should be extremely 
careful In avoiding dooth and injury to the friendly black population. Friendly property should bo • 
diligently protected and safeguarded. The guerrilla forces must be so organized, coordinated and 
equipped as to prevent the power structure from rushing reinforcements to encircle ard crush other 
defense groups engaged in battle with repressive forces by ambushing, sniping, bombing and sabotaging 
roads." • 

(c) Fire Teams. 'The most aggressive and irrepressible arm of the overall organization would be the fire 
teamT! They would work in complete secrecy and would be totally divorced in the organizational sense 
from the main bodies of defense ond other forces. They would enjoy complete autonomy. The group's 
only tangible loyalty to them would be ir. times of distress. The fire team's mission v/ould be sabotage. 
Thousands of these groups would be organized throughout racist America. These teams would consist 
of from three to four persons. They woulu only know the members of their immediate team. They would 
not identify with the civil rights movement and would appear to be apathetic and even Uncle Toms. 


t } 
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They would often times masqueracJfcs super [xatriots and be more than wifl^g in a deceptive way, 
to cooperate with the police. Th-^e would be no official meetings and discussions/ only emergency 
calls and sudden missions. 

I 

"The mission of these thousands of active fire teams would be setting strategic fires. They could render 
America's cities and countryside impotent. They could trovel from city to city placing lighted candles 
covered by large paper bags# allowing enough air at the bottom to allow the flame to burn until it 
burned to dry leaves and grass/ thus devastating the forests. The length of the candle would be deter¬ 
mined by the amount of time needed to clear tine scene. At night the bag would conceal the light of 
the flame. While unsparingly setting the torch to everything that belongs to the enemy in the cities, 
and while concentrating on urbon guerrilla warfare/ the rural countryside would not be neglected. 
Aside from the devastating damage that could Ije visited upon the countryside, such a mission could 
serve a twofold purpose. It would also divert enemy forces from the urban centers. State forces 
would be forced to spread their ranks and wot Id not be able to sustain massive troop concentrations 
in a single community. The heat and smoke generated from the miles of fires would render some of 
the highways impassable to repressive troop re--enforcements. The rural countryside covers vast areas 
and would require exhaustive manpower, equipment and security forces. America cannot afford to 
allow its rich timber resources anci crops to gc up in smoke. The fire teams roving in automobiles 
would find unguarded rural objectives even mare accessible. A few teams could start miles of fires 
from one city to the other. The psychological impact would be tremendous. By day the billowing 
smoke would be seen for miles. By night the entire sky would reflect the holocaust and emit a feel¬ 
ing of impending doom." 


(f) Welfare Corps. "A welfare corps would have to be formed. Persons with medical knowledge would 
be recruited and mobilized to care for the wounded during uprisings when many white hospitals and 
medical centers refuse or half-heartedly treat wounded black casualties. It should raise funds in prepar¬ 
ation for legal defense for those who fall into the vicious clutches of the kangaroo white supremacy 
law in the early stages, before the legal system is completely paralyzed." 


(g) Infiltration of the National Guard. "The fact that the power structure has called for an integrated 

National Guard that will be specially trained and equipped for counteracting urban guerrilla warfare 
will provide black revolutionaries with a never-before-opportunity to infiltrate the first line of the 
power structure's repressive arm and acquire t'te latest professional skills in military science and tactics 
and the handling of weapons. This is a golden opportunity that should be seized upon to the fullest 
extent." : I *• 

(h) Molotov Cocktails and Black Power Bombs. "Molotov cocktails are very effective weapons in 
urban guerrilla warfare. However, a jumbo she is even more effective. The jumbo size or the Block 
Power Bomb can be most effectively used against tanks and armoured troop carriers where streets are 
narrow and buildings are 3 or 4 stories high, The jumbo size of the gasoline bomb can be made by 
using an empty syrup bottle of one gallon cape city. These gallon sized glass jugs ore usually avail¬ 
able around confectionaries, drug stores, restaurants and warehouses. Each is equipped with a screw- 
on cap and is fitted with a finger grip or a built-in ring by which to handle the bottle or jug with a 
single finger. This type of jug can be filled with almost three-fourths gasoline, about one-fourth 
extra heavy me:-or oil with lubrication grease added. Tl» screw-on cap should be tightened after which 
a tampax, well soaked In gasoline, should be securely taped or wired to the jug. The soaked tampax 
or well soaked rag is lit when the individual is ready to heave the Black Power Bomb. The glass jug 

or container breaks on impact thus igniting the gasoline, oil and grease resulting in a nopolm-like 
effect. This is highly effective when heaved from a roof top into personnel (troop) carriers. It can 
also bo thrown cis a satchel charge against tanks and other armoured vehicles." 
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(5) Poison Darts. "It may be ^Pessary to send special representatives^^Africa for specialized 
training in the manufacture ana use of the poisonous dart. This simple^?! lent but deadly technique 
v/as highly successful when used by thr Congolese revolutionaries against Tshombe's butchers. This 
could become a highly effective secrer weapon in the arsenal of the Black Revolution in racist America. 

It could be most potent at night durinc confrontations with killer cops. These vicious mad dog butchers 
would never realize what hit them. Tiis type of warfare must be waged under top secret conditions." 

(6) UNLIMITED COLORED IMMIGRATION: Williams has a simple method to change the population 
balance in the United States. He would open the doors to unlimited colored immigration, thus insuring 
the permanent success of tha black revolution. 

"More and more the most thinking element of white America is beginning to concede the fact that the 
Afro-American is capable of a potenticl that could very well lead to the destruction of racist, imperi¬ 
alist America. However, the question is invariably asked: ‘How can such a small minority expect to 
control and reconstruct a vast nation wherein tho oppressors constitute such a great majority?* The fact j 
of the matter is that the tyrannical conspirator has already offered o solution to this problem through 
negative example. The plundering wfite head-hunter first appeared in the Indian's America as a very 
small minority. Once he broke the resistance of the courageous Indian, he solved the imbalance in 
red-white population by massive immigration. He encouraged everything with a white face to settle 
on the land that he had just robbed fix m the Indian. This same method of solving the racial imbalance 
was successful In Australia and New Zealand, and Zionist conquerors appear to have the same thing I 

in mind in the Middle East today. Foi the first time in history, why can't America be opened to 
unlimited immigration? Why can it ra.t logically pass from colored back to colored?" 

Williams sums up with this victory statsmant: "Yes, a minority revolution could succeed in racist and 
imperialist America. Its chances of siccess today are better than at any previous one in history. 

America is an imperialist power with its tentacles spread around the world. Its greed makes it want 
to dominate the world. It has arroganly proclaimed its hypocritical self savior of the entire world, j 

The fact of the matter is that it can not evon save itself. The American black man holds the balance 
of power in the world today. Ha hold; the fato of America in his hands." 

These statements sound like the ravings of a mad man. It is wise to remember, however, that 'nls 
statements before the riots in Watts, Hswark, and Detroit also sounded like insane ravings. History 
records they became grim reality. If wo discount the plans of Williams by 90 per cent, they still 
remain horrifying and fearsome. America is confronted with the greatest crisis in its history. Every 
weapon must ba mobilized to preserve tha integrity of the Republic. 


It is a truism that prevention is batter titan cure; that a fence at the top of the cliff Is preferable to 
an ambulance at th3 bottom. Appropriate legal measures taken now can prevent unlimited future 
suffering. It should ba made unlawful to teach and advocate violence, and those doing so should be 
imprisoned. It is not enough to concentrate on improving the social and economic conditions of the 
black people. Racism is integrated with human nature and can be exploited whatever the social and 
economic conditions moy be. Tbo final solution resides in universal regeneration ol human nature 
which God alone can perform. Meanwhile agitators must be prevented from exploiting the situation. 
The danger of an arsonist is multiplied when his environment is flammable. 

Although there ore some fanatics who cling to the superstition that speech is absolutely free, this is 
not the true constitutional position. Justice Holmss remarked thot freedom of speech does not cover 
crying "fire" in a crowded theater. If a person makes a statement that he has placed a bomb in the 
luggage loaded on an aircraft, he is imrrodiately arrested and punished even though t,e has only spoken 
and not acted. Speech itself can be infinitely destructive. 

The situation would be transferred overnight if every voice advocating rocial violence was stopped. 

This can be done legally and constitutionally. The question is. Will it be done?

THE EDUCATION GAP 


Dear Friend: 

The higher the educational status of an individual the more likely he is to be misinformed concerning 
communism. This paradox reveols the Achilles Heel of American education. 

Those who have no formal education on communism are often better informed than those who have 
attended classes on the subject. This is because so much of what is taught concerning communism is 
wrong. It is better to be uninformed than to be misinformed. Long-established delusions concerning 
communism are perpetuated by faulty teaching. 

DELUSION NO. i 

One delusion is that communism is a movement of the working class and the poor. 

Communism never was a movement of the poor! No major segment of the working class has ever shown 
any interest in communism. The doctrines of communism are so complex that considerable leisure time 
is necessary to study and comprehend them. Consequently, communism is a movement of the leisured 
classes. More specifically, it is a movement of egotistical intellectuals who are recruited as college 
students and who consider themselves an "elite" elected by history to solve the problems of mankind. 
From time to time this "elite" has been successful in deceivin g the poor by offering them something 
they desire and in temporarily gaining their support. This has always resulted in the enslavement and 
deprivation of the poor who become the victims of communism and who lose whatever real freedom 
they have had. 

The misunderstanding of communism by the educated classes accounts for the fact that most of the op¬ 
position to the American activity in Vietnam comes from the colleges and universities. The necessity 
for the American program can only be understood if the true nature, methods, and objectives of com¬ 
munism are understood. 


DELUSION NO. 2 

Another widespread delusion concerning communism is that the nature of communism is revealed by 
the original meaning of the word "communism." This is as foolish as believing that the true nature 
and objectives of the "Peace and Freedom" political party can be discovered from the meaning of 
the words "peace and freedom." It is idiotic to judge any complex institution from the name it 
selects. It is essential to examine the content of the doctrines, organization, and program. It does 
not follow from the name that the procedures of the Democratic Party are more democratic than those 
of the Republican Party, nor does the name prove that the Republican Party is more dedicated to the 
maintenance of the Republic than the Democratic Party. 

More can be discovered concerning the nature of communism from the alternate name frequently used 
by the communists. This alternate name is Marxism-Leninism or "The Science of Marxism-Leninism." 
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Marxism 

' All communists are Marxists, but all Marxists are not communists. If this sounds confusing, it may be 
clarified by a similar statement, "All cats are animals, but all animals are not cats." 

Marxism is the family and communism is the Leninist child of the family. There are many other chil¬ 
dren of Marxism both legitimate and illegitimate. The ideas of Marxism have penetrated so deeply 
into our society that many who spurn Marx think and act as Marxists. 

The central doctrine of Marxism is that the economic environment molds the mind and character of 
all the individuals in that environment and is the ultimate cause of all group attitudes and activities 
and all political, educational, and cultural institutions. It is clear that the President's Commission 
on racial riots gave a Marxist diagnosis of the cause of racial riots and prescribed a Marxist treatment. 
The President's Commission diagnosed the cause of the riots as the attitudes caused by the environ¬ 
ment created by white racists. The proposed solution to the problem was to change this environment 
by the investment of enormous sums of money. 

It is fair to state that the National Riot Commission's report is Marxist. It would be grossly unfair to 
accuse it of being communist. 

Marxism — Leninism 

Communism is the Leninist child of Marx or Marxism-Leninism. Lenin selected those elements of 
Marxism which he considered the most important to serve as basic doctrines and added techniques of 
organization and methods for seizing power which were his own. No study of communism makes sense 
unless it concentrates on Leninism as well as Marxism. 

Lenin defined Marxism as "the class war plus the dictatorship of the proletariat." One essential ele¬ 
ment of Marxism in communism is the concept of the existence of a universal state of war between the 
working class or Proletariat and the business class or Bourgeoisie. This war runs across national bound¬ 
aries. A second essential element is the necessity for the seizure of power and the exercise of dicta¬ 
torship by the working class or the proletariat. Lenin defined the Communist Party as the brain of the 
working class so the Dictatorship of the Proletariat became the Dictatorship of the Communist Party. 

The Science of Marxism-Leninism 

Every communist claims to be a scientist. A scientist multiplies his individual power by harnessing 
existing forces and using them for his purpose. A social force is anything which can motivate,a group 
of people to seek a specific objective. The communists are always looking for social forces which 
may enable them to manipulate sizable groups of the community with the objective of establishing 
communist dictatorial power. 

As scientists, the communists are ready to use any existing force. They do not need to approve of 
the attitude or the objective of the group. They used a force to come to power in both Russia and 
China which is in direct conflict with the announced communist objective. 

In the "Communist Manifesto" Karl Marx and Frederick Engels state, "Our objective can be summed 
up in one sentence 'Abolition of private property'." The communists came to power in Russia and 
China by the creation and distribution of private property. 

The Leninist slogan for the conquest of Russio was "bread, peace, and land." The communists advo¬ 
cated ownership of land by the individual peasant. The announced communist objective was the 
collective ownership of all land. However, this could not be achieved until they had established 
themselves in dictatorial power so it was scientific to use any force which would help them realize 




this objective. The Russian peasants passionately desired to own land. By offering them land, the 
communists were able to win their support and to overthrow the established provisional government. 
The peasants were given land in 1917. 

From the vantage point of dictatorial power, the communists proceeded to implement their long- 
range program. They knew the peasants would object when they robbed them of the land they had 
been given. They prepared for 10 years arid in 1928 declared war on the peasantry in order to take 
their land from them. The slogan was "the liquidation of the Kulaks as a class." A Kulak was a 
peasant who had farmed successfully the land he had received in 1917. The Kulaks and their fami¬ 
lies were slaughtered or sent to Siberian camps where they died rapidly. The other peasants were 
forced to join the collectives after millions of them died in bloody battles and manmade famine. 

This is the science of Marxism-Leninism in action. 

In China the situation took a similar course. The slogan of Mao Tse-tung and his communists was 
"own your own land." Many alleged experts, who understood the Marxist objective but who were 
ignorant concerning the Leninist methods, claimed that this proved that Mao Tse-tung and his group 
were not true communists. Since communism had the objective of collective ownership of land and 
the so-called "communists" were distributing land to private ownership, they were agrarian reformers 
and not communists. Had these experts understood the dynamics of Leninism, they would have recog¬ 
nized the application of the Science of Marxism-Leninism in the agrarian reforms carried out by the 
communists. 

Today many alleged experts contend that what is taking place in Vietnam is a civil war and not com¬ 
munist aggression. If they understood "The Science of Marxism-Leninism," they would realize that 
the civil war is the force which the communists are using to establish national and ultimately world¬ 
wide communist dictatorship. 


DELUSION NO, 3 

A third delusion is that the magnitude of the communist danger can be measured by the percentage 
of the population which is communist or procommunist. 

The communist program for the conquest of the United States could succeed even if there were no 
communists and no people desiring communism in the United States. 

The formula for communist conquest is: External encirclement, plus internal demoralization leads 
to progressive surrender . The present objective of the communists for the United States is demorali¬ 
zation, not conversion to communism. The aim is anarchy, not communist dictatorship. 

When the patriotism of American youth has been destroyed, respect for the constitution has been 
undermined and obedience to law has disappeared, American society will be atomized into isolated 
and mutually uninvolved individuals each of whom seeks maximum personal sensory pleasure. There 
will be no will to resist the external communist might, and a communist dictator can be installed. 

As scientists, the communists will seek to utilize those forces which are producing demoralization 
and anarchy within the United States. 

While many forces are being used, the one from which they expect the greatest immediate results is 
black racism. 

The elements in this exercise in the science of Marxism-Leninism are as follows: 

(1) The scientist—the communist. 

(2) The objective—anarchy. 
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(3) The force—black racism. 

(4) The method—arson. 

As a case history in Marxism-Leninism, it is instructive to study the Revolutionary Action Movement 
(RAM) and its founder, Robert Franklin Williams. 

It seems certain that Robert Franklin Williams is a communist. However, this is not essential for the 
success of the operation. It is sufficient tor him to submit to communist direction. The fact that he 
formerly operated from Communist Cuba and presently operates from Communist China clearly indi¬ 
cates that he receives communist support and direction. 

Robert Franklin Williams concentrates on recruiting the Negro criminal youth. In Marxist jargon 
they are members of the Lumpen-Proletariat and constitute the most revolutionary class in the United 
States. They are totally devoid of any knowledge or interest in Marxism-Leninism but have resent¬ 
ment towards the established order and a natural desire to loot and burn. To a communist scientist, 
they are a force which can be used to destroy all authority within the United States. The problem is 
to recruit them and to channel and direct their energies. 

These black, rebellious youth will be more effective if they are given a moral justification for yield¬ 
ing to their destructive appetites. They are therefore taught that there is a conspiracy to exterminate 
every Negro in the United States and that the American Government is involved in this conspiracy. 
Since they are about to be exterminated, they should strike first and see that as many whites as possi¬ 
ble proceed them into the realms of death. This doctrine creates a form of mass paranoia which is 
exceedingly dangerous. 

This doctrine was stated by H. Rapp Brown in a speech following his election as chairman of the Stu¬ 
dent Nonviolent Coordinating Committee: 

"We feel America is headed toward a race war, and it becomes our responsibility to make black people 
aware of this. Genocide is being committed in Vietnam. It is being committed right here in America— 
physically and mentally. When you look at what happened to the Jewish population in Nazi Germany, 
these people were so conditioned that they allowed themselves to be led to the gas chambers. That 
mental type of genocide always precedes the physical extermination. So black people are being con¬ 
ditioned—by that war in Vietnam and daily by the second-class citizenship that is imposed upon them— 
to be killed off. Twenty-six concentration camps are being renovated across America. If America 
got out of Vietnam tomorrow, I daresay that that violence will be turned on black America, inwardly. 
We have to address ourselves to that and we feel it is our responsibility to make black people aware 
that America is about to play Germany. That if America chooses to play Nazis, black folks ain't 
going to play Jews." National Guardian, June 10, 1967, Page 5. 

The same story is told in an article by Julius Lester in the Guardian of February 24, 1968, page 9: 

"So it's going to be a 'long, hot summer.' The days of sweating it out until first frost are over. It's 
going to be 'Bloody Summer' and the likelihood is that black undertakers may ask for a mid-summer 
cease-fire so they could have a tew days to recuperate from overwork. 

"America's relationship to blacks is very clear. Blacks were brought here because they were an asset 
to the economy. Now the economy no longer needs them. Not only are there no jobs for blacks, 
there aren't even enough for whites. It's a big enough job trying to figure out what to do with unem¬ 
ployed white workers who are being displaced by automation. The second factor is that blacks are a 
hostile minority. 

"So faced with a hostile minority that can't be trusted and is totally useless, the solution is evident. 
Exterminate them. 



"Faced with the prospect of extermination, blacks are arming themselves, and saying thereby, if 
you are marked for death, just don't die without knowing that some honky is going to be buried the 
same day you are. And preferably, two or three." 

The same message is taught by the following cartoon which appeared in the communist "Worker," 
April 9, 1968, page 5. 


'/ Accuse.... 



This is much more effective than trying to teach them Marxist doctrine. It has the added advantage 
that if some are arrested by the police, there will be no evidence of communist involvement. 

Once they are recruited and conditioned, they are given the job of burning the country down. The 
way to do this is described by Robert Williams in his newsletter "The Crusader" of September-October, 
1967. He writes: 

"The most aggressive and irrepressible arm of the overall organization would be the fire teams. They 
would work in complete secrecy and would be totally divorced in the organizational sense from the 
main bodies of defense and other forces. They would enjoy complete autonomy. The group's only 
tangible loyalty to them would be in times of distress. The fire team's mission would be sabotage. 
Thousands of these groups would be organized throughout racist America. These teams would consist 
of from three to four persons. They would only know the members of their immediate team. 

"The mission of these thousands of active fire teams would be setting strategic fires. They could ren¬ 
der America's cities and countryside impotent. They could travel from city to city placing lighted 
candles covered by large paper bags, allowing enough air at the bottom to allow the flame to burn 
until it burned to dry leaves and grass, thus devastating the forests. The length of the candle would 
be determined by the amount of time needed to clear the scene. At night the bag would conceal the 
light of the flame. While unsparingly setting the torch to everything that belongs to the enemy in 
the cities, and while concentrating on urban guerrilla warfare, the rural countryside would not be 
neglected. Aside from the devastating damage that could be visited upon the countryside, such a

mission could serve a twofold purpose. It would also divert enemy forces from the urban centers. 

State forces would be forced to spread their ranks and would not be able to sustain massive troop 
concentrations in a single community. The heat and smoke generated from the miles of fires would 
render some of the highways impassable to repressive troop re-enforcements. The rural countryside 
covers vast areas and would require exhaustive manpower, equipment and security forces. America 
cannot afford to allow its rich timber resources and crops to go up in smoke. The fire teams roving 
in automobiles would find unguarded rural objectives even more accessible. A few teams could 
start miles of fires from one city to the other. The psychological impact would be tremendous. By 
day the billowing smoke would be seen for miles. By night the entire sky would reflect the holo¬ 
caust and emit a feeling of impending doom," 

It is frightening to remember that Robert Franklin Williams published in "The Crusader" a description 
of a riot very similar to the Watts riot in Los Angeles, 12 months before it took place. 

It would be foolish to underestimate this present threat. The tools required are so simple and easily 
attainable, and the results would be so hideous. These tools are: 1) Three or four fanatical youths; 

2) An old car; 3) Some candles; 4) Some matches; 5) Some paper bags. 

It is clear that the science of Marxism-Leninism is a weapon of fearful destructive force and it is 
suicidal madness to underestimate its potency. A mere handful of communists working scientifically 
can cause awesome havoc in a complacent and misinformed America. 

It is also clear that no program of action need be considered right because it is advocated by a group 
of well-known University Professors. When it comes to the dynamics of communism, the educators 
must be educated. 

The right of self-preservation is a fundamental human right. The government has the right and the 
duty to see that the liberty of all is not sacrificed to the license of a few. The important right of 
"Freedom of Speech" does not include the right to organize groups to deprive all others of "Freedom 
of Speech." Speech itself can be an overt act punishable by law. As St. Paul says, "Evil communi¬ 
cations corrupt good manners." I Cor. 15:8 Communications involve speech, manners involve actions. 

Existing laws must be enforced and new laws must be passed which will make it a felony to advocate 
and teach racial violence. The recruiters of arsonists and killers must be denied access to their poten¬ 
tial recruits. This is the only way that freedom can be protected. The time is short!

COMING CRISIS IN HAITI 

Authorities agree that the present Ouvalier dictatorship in Haiti cannot last much longer. The question of the nature of 
the regime which will follow the fall of Duvalier is most important. A noncommunist dictatorship or even a nominally 
anti-communist dictatorship often prepares the way for a communist dictatorship. 

The communists in Haiti, inspired by the communists in Cuba, are well aware of their opportunity in Haiti, They des¬ 
cribe their plans and hopes in the February edition of the "World Marxist Review. 11 The whole article merits thorough 
study, but a few quotations are instructive: 

(1) "The objective conditions for revolution in Haiti have matured to a greater extent, may be, than in any other 
country of Latin America. The crisis of the regime is affecting both exploited and exploiters. The ruling classes in 
Haiti con no longer live and rule in the old way." Page 45. 

(2) "The tragedy that has befallen our society has engendered different reactions among the public. 

"The over-riding one is fear. Wracked by hunger, terrorized by the secret police, helpless in the face of their oppres¬ 
sors, many have resigned themselves to their fate. Submission and inertia have taken the place of struggle. Pages 40-41. 

(3) "Unity of the world Communist and revolutionary movement is indispensable for the liberation of our people." P. 41. 

The field has not been deserted to the communists. Other Haitians, dedicated to individual freedom and limited consti¬ 
tutional government, are working to replace the dictatorship of Duvalier. The communists must not win by default.

In your lottor of January 11, 1968, you request a statement that you 
qualify as a "30 percent organization.’ 1 

We understand from the information you submitted that you ore organized 
and operate exclusively for religious and educational purposes, and wore 
gronted exemption from income tax on September 18, 1956 under Internal 
Revenue Service section 501(c)(3). Therefore, contributions made to you 
are deductible by individuals, oubjoot to the limitation that the aggre¬ 
gate of tholr deductible contributions may not oxcoed 20 percent of their 
adjusted gross incoms as provldod In Internal Rovonue Code section 170(b) 
(l)(B). 

Section 170(b)(l)(A)(vi) etatos that, "... any charitable contribution ... 
to an organization referred to in subsection (c)(2) which normally 
receives a substantial part of its support ... from direct or indirect 
contributions from the general public, shall be allowed to tho extent that 
the aggregate of euch contributions does not exceed 10 percent of tho tax¬ 
payer's adjusted gross income....' 1 An organization referred to In aubeectlon 
(o)(2) ie one which la organized and operated exclusively for religious, 
charitable, scientific, literary or oducatlonal purposes, no part of the 
net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private shareholder or 
individual and no substantial part of tho activities of which is carrying 
on propaganda, or otherwise attempting to Influenco legislation. Your 
exemption under section,. 501 (c)( 3 ) ,1a booed on the fact that you have met 
the requirements of a subsection (c)(2) organization. 

Internal Revenuo Regulations 1.170-2(b)(5)(lli)(b) otatos that, "... an 
organization will be considered to be a 'publicly oupported' organization 
for its current taxable year and the taxable year immediately succeeding 
its current year, if, for the four taxable years immediately preceding tne 
current taxable year, the total amount of the support which the organization 
receives ... from donations made directly or indirectly by the general 
public ... equals 33-1/3 percent or more of the total support of the organi¬ 
zation for such four taxable years." 

You hove outaltted information showing that you have rocelvod in excess 
of 33-1/3 percent of your total support for the loot four years from the 
general public. Based solely on tho Information oubmltted, it is hold 
that you qualify as a "30 porccnt organization." Accordingly, contributions 
by Individual donors to the Christian Antl-Coirmuniem Crusado qualify for 
the additional 10 percent deduction under Internal Revenue Code section 170 
(b)(1)(A).
